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I COMPANY with James and John, Peter was 
with Jesus on the high mountain where the 
Lord was transfigured before them and they 
witnessed the Glory of His Majesty. But al- 
though Peter was an eyewitness of the Glory of 
the Coming of the Lord, and could declare with 
certainty His Coming in power, yet he said: 
‘“‘We have also a more sure word of prophecy; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto 
a light that shineth in a dark place, until the 
day dawn, and the day star arise in your hearts” 
(II Peter 1: 19). 

In these thirty-nine words Peter sets forth a 
fundamental principle of progressive prophetic 
revelation. First the coming event is fore- 
shadowed as if seen by the light of the full moon 
shining in the darkness of a world in affliction 
and turmoil, While through faith, and because 
of prior understanding, the revelation is plain 
to the watchers, others are unable to recognize 
its significance. But as the day dawns events 
begin to lend substance to the predictions of 
the prophets. Then, at noonday the whole 
revelation comes, each detail and every high- 
light revealing the significant meaning. 

The rising ‘sun at daybreak having alerted 
the watchers, they now await expectantly the 
time when the Day Star will arise in their 
hearts. Then will faith give way to sight and 
the meaning of prophecy will be fully disclosed 
as though illuminated by the light of the noon- 
day sun. 

Applying this progressive unfolding of the 
fulfillment of prophecy to chronological time 
periods, we have the lunar (moonlight), the 
mean (daybreak) and the solar (noonday) time 
values of chronology. On these three simple 
scales history writes the record of prophecy ful- 
filled, enabling the watchers to tabulate their 
expectations in advance as they anticipate com- 
ing events. The events of the past, the present 
and the future take on new meaning in the light 
of this knowledge, for the science of chronology 
is to the Divine plan what the measuring tape 
and square are toa building under construction. 
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On lunar time, dating from a 
given event of the past, we arrive at a 
terminal dating on which a related 
event will occur, but it will be seen 
by the watcher as in the moonlight, 
not clear, not distinct, but nevertheless out- 
lined as by the light of the moon, giving only a 
general idea of its shape and form. 

Applying the mean time measure from the 
same given event in the past, the terminal date 
will give a clearer conception of what may be 
expected when day fully comes; for this is but 
the breaking of the dawn when that which was 
seen under the moonlight is revealed in more 
detail, though not clear-cut, not fully defined, 
but as seen by the light of the sun not yet fully 
risen. 

Solar time from the given date expires when 
the predicted developments already indicated 
as in the moonlight, and seen more plainly as at 
daybreak, are now clearly revealed as in the 
light of the sun at high noon. Thus, the solar 
terminals of prophetic time periods guide the 
watchers in their understanding of the meaning 
of the times and seasons. 

How many Christians are aware of the pur- 
port of the days in which we live and are num- 
bered among those of whom Paul was speaking 
when he said, “But ye, brethren, are not in 
darkness, that that day should overtake you as 
a thief” (I Thess. 5: 4). Unfortunately far too 
many say in effect, ““We walk in the gloom, we 
grope like the blind for a wall; we stumble in 
light as at dusk” (Isa. 59: 10, F. F. Trans.) — ° 
when they ought to be walking in the light of 
the noonday sun. 

Yet Biblical chronology is an enthralling 
subject to the student who is willing to apply 
himself to its study and master the meaning of 
its time measures and their relation to the over- 
all plan of the ages. Nor is any study more re- 
warding, for it was Amos the Prophet who said 
(Amos 3: 7): “However the Mighty Lord will 
not produce an event without disclosing His 
intention to His servants the prophets.”

s you READ Destiny it will be helpful to bear in mind

TACIT SURRENDER 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN COMMITTED our armed forces to con- 
flict in the Far East as a police action to punish Com- 
munist aggression. Today we are seeking means of sur- 
rendering to the Communists without attaining our ob- 
jectives under the guise of cease-fire negotiations. In the 
meantime the enemy is taking full advantage of the pro- 
tracted negotiation period to build up his strength for later 
assaults. 

An editorial in Destiny for December 1951 questioned 
whether behind-the-scenes talks are actually designed to 
defeat the Communists on the Eastern front and then 
asked: 


“‘Will the Chinese Reds be given a seat in the UN at this time 
through back-of-the-scene moves in a sell-out of American 
interests? . . . Mr. Jessup will no doubt work behind the scenes 
with Mr. Acheson, readily finding for public consumption a 
technical out for the failure of the United States delegates to 
prevent action contrary to the best interests of the United States.” 


A move toward the accomplishment of this purpose was 
made in the Paris meeting of the General Assembly of the 
UN on November 18, 1951 and Mr. Paul Harvey, in his 
radio broadcast of the same day, so clearly presented the 
facts that we are quoting his statement: 


‘Tonight in Paris our State Secretary Acheson has proposed a 
world disarmament conference to include Red China. There is 
now every indication that we do not intend to win the Korean 
war, and further, that we are paving the way for the Chinese 
Communists to win their long-sought seat in the United Nations. 
In behalf of the United States, Britain and France, Acheson 
offered a g-point resolution, and unprecedented recognition for 
the authority of Peiping was one of those points. We are all kind 
of mixed up — except Russia. We have been making light of 
Russian boasts so long, we have overlooked her sinister objectives. 
Russia does not want war or peace. Russia wants exactly what 
she is so cleverly getting: just to keep the United States chasing 
from crisis to crisis until, bankrupt, we collapse.” 


Unable to reach agreement on disarmament in the 
public sessions of the UN, a secret Big Four Arms Talk 
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meeting went into session behind closed doors. A report 
from these secret meetings is to be made by December roth 
to the UN General Assembly. On December rst the Big 
Four met for an hour in a cordial atmosphere. Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky was seated across 
the table from U. S. Ambassador Philip C. Jessup, made 
ambassador as a result of an interim appointment by 
President Truman after Senator Connally of Texas had 
intervened to prevent the Senate from voting against 
Jessup. The British were represented by Minister of State 
Selwyn Lloyd and the French by Delegate Jules Moch. 
Luis Padilla Nervo, Mexican President of the UN General 
Assembly, presided. 

Absolute secrecy is to surround this conference. It is well 
known that out of secret conferences in the recent past 
have come agreements which have sold the United States 
short. Will this secret conference be an exception? In the 
playing of power politics, and the seeking of an armistice 
at almost any price in Korea, is history to write the epitaph 
over the graves of our fallen dead who died on Korean 
battlefields that they died in vain, while their comrades 
were prevented from obtaining their objectives by political 
leaders who broke faith with them at the conference table 
for fear of the enemy whom they sought to appease? 

It is reported that five to eight thousand murdered pris- 
oners of war are chargeable to enemy atrocities, yet 
Secretary of State Acheson would seat Red China in the 
UN and recognize the authority of Peiping for a doubtful 
disarmament agreement. We say doubtful because the 
word of the Communist Reds is not worth the paper on 
which they put their signature when it is to their advantage 
to break their solemn agreements. 

How can any right-minded American contemplate such 
a surrender to a murderous foe and entertain the thought 
that the seating of liars in an organization supposed to 
establish world peace will bring peace? The lying, mur- 
dering, truce-breaking, oppressive tyrants governing Rus- 
sia have already so disrupted the UN that it is wholly 
impotent, a factor contributing to prolonging the conflict 








in the Far East which is neither all-out war nor peace. 
Meantime, wasted months of useless conferences continue. 
The following report in Pathfinder News Magazine for No- 
vember 28, 1951 may explain part of the reason for the 
failure to push the conflict in Korea to a successful con- 
clusion months ago and the strong UN opposition to 
General MacArthur’s program for bringing about a quick 
end of the fighting there: 

“America’s Allies continue to hamper U. S. policy-makers in 
Korea. They don’t want this country to make any positive move 
to end the war immediately, fearing that might precipitate an 
even larger conflict. But at the same time they show reluctance to 
furnish more troops.” 

Will the added membership of barbarian heathen to the 
UN rectify this situation, particularly when they will only 
support their masters in the Kremlin? As a member of the 
UN the Red Chinese will contribute further in assisting 
Soviet Russia to gain control over future actions of this 
organization. In the light of the past and present per- 
formances of these partners in crime, how can the politi- 
cians be so stupid — or are they? 


ATOMIC RESEARCH 


THE AGE oF Biblical manuscripts has been a long-disputed 
question among modern scholars, but the splitting of the 
atom has furnished a means by which this problem can be 
solved. 

Bible study has now been added to the growing list of 
peace-time uses for atomic energy. Nuclear scientists, 
using a Geiger counter, have established the approximate 
age of the Dead Sea scrolls found in a cave in Palestine 
four years ago. They date from the time of Christ, as 
archeologists have maintained, and not from the Middle 
Ages, as some language scholars have insisted. These 
ancient Hebrew scrolls of the Book of Isaiah thus have 
been verified as the oldest known Biblical manuscript. 

Willard F. Libby, a radio chemist at the University of 
Chicago, devised the technique for dating by radioactivity. 
The December issue of Popular Science Monthly tells how 
Libby obtained fragments of the linen wrappings in which 
the scrolls were stored, burned them to pure carbon, then 
measured the radioactivity of the carbon-14 in a special 
Geiger counter, arriving at the conclusion that the flax 
from which the linen was made was alive and breathing 
1,917 years ago. 

This would date the scrolls in the year 34 A.D., ap- 
proximate date of the Crucifixion, but Libby notes that 
allowance must be made for a margin of error of a century 
or two either way. 

*‘When the atom bomb first mushroomed its message of 
death and destruction into the sky six years ago,” says 
Popular Science, “‘there were many who speculated on the 
future uses of atomic energy. But few if any put Bible study 
on their list. 

““Now we find the seeming miracle has come to pass. 
Science is revealed as the handmaid of religion; radio- 
active carbon-14 and the Geiger counter are instruments 
for casting new light on the accuracy of the modern Bible. 
Cosmic rays that bombarded the earth when Christ was 
born have left behind a coded message for nuclear physi- 
cists to decipher. 

“It was strangely fitting that nuclear scientists, turning 
from war to peacetime research, should undertake the task 
of determining the age of an ancient transcript of the Book

of Isaiah, usually considered the greatest of the Old Testa- 
ment prophets. 

“For it was Isaiah who, 25 centuries ago, envisioned a 
time when the weapons of war would be reconverted for- 
ever into the tools of peace: “They shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into pruning-hooks; 
nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.’ And it was Isaiah who asked: 
‘Who hath measured the waters in the hollow of his hand, 
and meted out heaven with the span, and comprehended 
the dust of the earth in a measure, and weighed the moun- 
tains in scales, and the hills in a balance?’ ” 


DID GOD INTERVENE? 


Was GENERAL Doucias MAcARTHUR recalled from Korea 
by President Truman in the plan of God so that he might 
not be there to share in a responsibility not of his making? 
There is an interesting parallel in Bible history when God 
did remove a man so that he would not be blamed for 
troubles which were to come. 

Saul, Israel’s stubborn, strong-willed King, was jealous 
of David and he eventually forced him out as commander 
of his armies. Afterward, when the armies of Israel suffered 
defeat, David was not involved, for his relationship with 
the armed forces of his country had been completely se- 
vered by the King. 

The present political hamstringing of military leaders in 
the field and the insistence upon negotiations with the 
enemy before victory is won spell ultimate disaster. Gen- 
eral MacArthur objected to the original refusal to bomb 
military installations in China, which at the time would 
have compelled the Chinese to sue for peace. His removal 
from command has now cleared him from any possible 
responsibility for the inevitable failure to defeat a resolute 
foe on the field of battle with a minimum loss of American 
lives. 

We feel that, brilliant as General MacArthur’s past 
career as a soldier and statesman has been, the Lord may 
have a more important mission for him. The present ad- 
ministration has retired a man from service who, in the 
providence of God, is already being used to focus the at- 
tention of the American public on the bungling of the Far 
Eastern conflict and on the degeneration of political mo- 
rality in our nation. Ominous days are ahead of us and in 
the crisis period that is fast approaching one like General 
MacArthur will be needed to help lift us out of the morass 
into which we have fallen. Will General MacArthur’s 
forced retirement prove to be as temporary as David’s was? 


STRENGTHENING THE ENEMY 


GENERAL Hoyt VANDENBERG stated that American air 
superiority in Korea is being effectively challenged, de- 
claring that the United States air force cannot establish 
air supremacy there so long as it is forbidden to cross the 
Yalu River to strike at the lair of Communist warplanes. 
If this were reversed, can one imagine for a moment that 
Soviet Russia or the Red Chinese would refrain from 
striking at us? 

President Truman removed General MacArthur be- 
cause he recognized the absurdity of the. situation and 
voiced his objection to allowing the enemy a sanctuary 
where he is safe from attack. Today we are paying a fearful 
price for civilian interference with military strategy. Ad- 
ministration blunderings gave China to the Soviets and 
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civilian interference with the successful prosecution of the 
war has given the Red Chinese a protected base from which 
they can attack our forces without themselves being sub- 
ject to attack. 

Now protracted cease-fire negotiations in Korea are 
proving to be another means by which we continue to 
play into the hands of the enemy. In Background To the 
News, December 3, 1951, Mr. Geoffrey Harwood quoted a 
Turkish diplomat’s appraisal of the cease-fire talks: 

“A Turkish diplomat, serving on a United Nations’ Commis- 
sion in Korea, started home today and stated flatly that the whole 
thing was a phony and he freely predicted that no armistice 
would be signed. He said the Communists are simply stalling in 
order to get their battered forces reorganized.” 


This is clearly evident to anyone who is following the 
news from Korea. We have allowed the Chinese Reds to 
possess a sanctuary immune from attack and, under the 
guise of cease-fire expectations, we are now permitting 
them to build up their striking power both on land and in 
the air. Until our national leaders become aware that we 
are fighting evil spawned from the bottomless pit, with 
whom there can be no compromise, we shall continue to 
blunder on from one disaster to another. 


FOR THE GULLIBLE 


WE HAVE RECENTLY received many newspaper clippings of 
a photograph supposedly snapped of a dog fight between a 
UN and a Communist plane in Korea. Purportedly ap- 
pearing when the alleged film was developed, the photo 
shows an artist’s conception of the likeness of Christ in the 
foreground. A number of newspapers have given wide 
publicity to this picture by reprinting it and the editions 
in which it has appeared have been completely sold out 
we are told. The picture is a fraud. 

It is well to recall that during World War II similar 
photos were being circulated in the United States. As this 
is written two such snapshots are before us, but with a 
background of foliage and picturing a different artist’s 
conception of Christ thereon. These pictures were taken 
under conditions similar to those ascribed to the one just 
released — that is, after developing the film, the figure of 
Christ is supposed to have appeared. 

Comment in Time Magazine for December 3, 1951 
succinctly states in one sentence the basic reason for re- 
jecting such pictures: “But despite all the publicity, no- 
body seemed to be able to track down the mother in 
Chicago, the brother in Ashland, or the photographer son 
in Korea.” It was through the alleged claims of these in- 
dividuals that the picture was supposed to have been made 
public. 

The impossibility of verifying the circumstances sur- 
rounding the taking of such pictures, as well as locating 
and identifying the individuals involved, should be suf- 
ficient to convince anyone that they are frauds designed to 
deceive the emotionally gullible. This lack of ability to 
trace the earlier pictures of a similar nature places all of 
them in the same category and our recollection is that 
Chicago was the place where the developing and printing 
of the World War II pictures were done, as is the case with 
this present hoax. 

The acceptance of such an obvious fraud by thousands, 
a large percentage of whom are indifferent to the evidence 
demonstrating the accuracy and reliability of the Scrip- 
tures and the testimony of the prophets, is a disheartening 
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barometer of the quality of spiritual perception in our land 
today. 

Never in the history of Christianity have events so clearly 
demonstrated that the Consummation of the Age is at 
hand as they do now in current world developments, 
verified by both Biblical chronology and the signs of the 
times. And never in the life of the Christian Church were 
its leaders so blind and insensible to what is transpiring 
and its membership as a whole so callously ignorant of the 
significance of living a Christian life completely separated 
from the world and its snares and delusions. 

Yet these same Christians will fall for such an obvious 
hoax, accepting without question statements completely 
unsupported by evidence. It is difficult to understand why 
this is so except perhaps that the approval of such things 
calls for no change in their way of living; neither do they 
require any study or research on their part. They merely 
stir the emotions and thus supply a sort of amulet or talis- 
man to soothe inward spiritual cravings. It is a form of 
idolatry which is an abomination in the sight of the Lord. 


ON THE SKIDS 


POLITICAL DEMANDS upon the pocketbooks of the taxpayers 
are insatiable today as the politicians try to discover more 
and more ways to take a larger portion of the earnings of 
the people. Actually, taxation is reaching the point of 
confiscation in many respects and tax levies are certainly 
destroying the initiative of the type of men who in the past 
labored long and hard to build our national prosperity. 

Men who formerly would have enlarged their plants 
and expanded their business operations are now refraining 
from doing so because the increased taxation would be 
confiscatory. Why should men take on additional burdens 
and assume more risks only to find they are donating their 
time and labor to give added support to bureaucratic 
spending? 

A case in point was given to us by a businessman who 
had taken under advisement the enlarging of his plant, 
adding more machinery and hiring additional help to 
expand his business and increase his earnings. Under con- 
ditions of twenty-five or more years ago he would not have 
hesitated at all, but now he says, “‘What is the use of doing 
all this, for it will mean added responsibilities for me, with 
possible increases in labor problems, while an enlarged 
income will mean a greater percentage of profits will be 
taken by the government? If I have an unprofitable year, 
the government will have siphoned off during the prosper- 
ous years surplus profits and I will have to take care of all 
the losses during a period of adversity.”” He turned down 
the program of expansion. 

We wonder if this type of reasoning is being entertained 
by many businessmen throughout our land. If it is, then 
it is easily seen why we are rapidly approaching the end of 
an expanding economy that has made this nation prosper- 
ous and has been a major contribution to its greatness. 
Do the men who feel as this businessman has expressed it 
have any justification for the position they are taking? In 
the Editor’s Note Book, published in the Chicago Daily News 
for Saturday, October 20, 1951, the following comparisons 
were given, showing the progressive increase in deductions 
from income: 


“After exemptions and deductions, a person with $4,000 of 
taxable income will pay one dollar out of every four; at $10,000, 
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two dollars out of every five; $15,000, one out of two; $25,000, 
two out of three; $50,000, three out of four and at $100,000, nine 
dollars out of every 10. 

“Corporate taxes are fixed at 52 per cent, as against the 40 per 
cent rate during World War II. Depending upon the corpora- 
tion’s “base years,’ which vary widely even in the same line of 
business, the excess profits tax can raise the total tax to 70 cents 
on the dollar.” 


It was pointed out further that this did not include local 
and state taxes, which are becoming very burdensome. 
After all, profits by acquiring possessions and by increasing 
one’s income are the strong incentive that makes men will- 
ing to give of their time and energy to labor. Destroy this 
incentive and men will cease to produce. When a man 
who employs his skill to increase his income finds that his 
expanded labors only bring him diminishing returns be- 
cause his government penalizes its citizens who exercise 
their talents to enhance their economic position, that na- 
tion will ultimately lose its position of economic pre- 
eminence. 

What is the remedy? A step in the right direction to 
solve this problem and restore incentive to men of ability 
is contained in a proposed constitutional amendment in- 
troduced as a joint resolution in the House of Representa- 
tives during the first session of the 82nd Congress. That 
resolution reads as follows: 


H. J. Res. 268 
Joint RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States relative to taxes on incomes, inheritances, and gifts. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of 
each House concurring therein), That the following article is 
proposed as an amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States, which shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of 
the Constitution when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths 
of the several States: 

“ARTICLE — 

“Section 1. The sixteenth article of amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States is hereby repealed. 

“Sec. 2. The Congress shall have power to lay and collect taxes 
on income, from whatever source derived, without apportion- 
ment among the several States, and without regard to any census 
or enumeration. The maximum aggregate rate of all taxes, duties, 
and excises which the Congress may lay or collect on, with re- 
spect to, or measured by, income, however, shall not exceed 25 
per centum. In the event that the United States shall be engaged 
in a war which creates a national emergency so grave as to neces- 
sitate such action to avoid national disaster, the Congress, by a 
vote of three-fourths of the total membership of each House on a 
roll call, may, while the United States is so engaged, suspend, 
for periods not exceeding one year each, such limitation with 
respect to income subsequently accruing or received. 

“Sec. 3. The maximum aggregate rate of all taxes, duties, and 
excises which the Congress may lay or collect with respect to the 
devolution or transfer of property, or any interest therein, upon 
or in contemplation of or intended to take effect in possession or 
enjoyment at or after death or by way of gift, shall not exceed 
25 per centum. 

“Sec. 4. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect at midnight on the 
gist day of December following the ratification of this article. 
Nothing contained in this article shall affect the power of the 
United States after said date to collect any tax on, with respect 
to, or measured by, income for any period ending on or prior to 
said 31st day of December laid in accordance with the terms of 
any law then in effect. 

“Sec. 5. Section 3 shall take effect at midnight on the last day 


of the sixth month following the ratification of this article. Noth- 
ing contained in this article shall affect the power of the United 
States after said date to collect any tax with respect to any devolu- 
tion or transfer occurring prior to the taking effect of Section 3, 
laid in accordance with the terms of any law then in effect.” 


However, this resolution will never be acted upon 
until the people of this nation pressure Congress into pass- 
ing it. Its enactment will compel our government to live 
within its income insofar as the amount is concerned that 
each individual citizen will contribute to maintain that 
government. It is well to remember that the Law of the 
Lord sets a limit beyond which the people cannot be taxed 
and that limit amounts to 20 percent of their income. 


THE NUMBERER OF SECRETS 


In THE Book of Daniel our attention is called to a Glorious 
Being who is designated as “‘that certain Saint” and who is 
referred to in the margin of the King James translation as 
follows: 


*Palmoni, or, the numberer of secrets, or the wonderful 
numberer.” (Dan. 8: 13, marginal rendering.) 


Through the instructions given in Daniel’s book this 
Being called the Wonderful Numberer or Numberer of Secrets 
has shown the chronological significance of time periods. 
If we were able today to fully comprehend the over-all 
meaning of the numbering of the times and seasons, we 
would be in possession of the whole pattern of the timing 
of things to come. Through Esdras we are told: 


“For he hath weighed the world in the balance. By measure 
hath he measured the times, and by number hath he numbered 
the times; and he doth not move nor stir them, until the said 
measure be fulfilled.” (II Esdras 4: 36-37.) 


What a stupendous thought this is! Weighing the world 
in a balance; measuring the times and seasons; numbering 
the days and years, even in their relation to the events of 
history and the acts of men and nations, with no variation 
from the bounds which have been set in spite of the evil 
men may do. Within those set bounds men and nations 
carry on their activities, with their deeds, both good and 
evil, conforming to a precise pattern that ultimately 
harmonizes with the over-all plan carrying out the Divine 
purpose. 

All the prophets diligently searched for an understand- 
ing of this pattern in order to acquire knowledge of the 
hidden secrets of the Divine timing of events, a glimpse of 
which was revealed to the Prophet Daniel by the Wonderful 
Numberer. We too should strive to attain the wisdom for 
which the prophets strove, for we are living in a day when 
God is actually releasing information that reveals the 
chronological timing of things to come. However, this 
type of knowledge cannot be acquired without research 
and study, although the rewards to those willing to devote 
the necessary time to it are almost unlimited. 

We highly recommend to Destiny readers the article 
“Light Amid Confusion,” a Review and Forecast, by 
William O. Lay, Jr. (this issue), which shows the chron- 
ological importance of March 12, 1947 when, as pointed 
out in Destiny for December 1951, World War III, 
Russian style, began. A study (for one must do more than 
just read) of the chronological pattern as shown by Mr. 
Lay is most revealing and clearly demonstrates the math- 
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ematical accuracy with which the Bible’s prophecies are 
being fulfilled in the moves being made one after another 
upon the international chessboard. The precise timing of 
these moves is more marvelous than the intricate operation 
of the most delicate precision instrument known to man. 
Let the agnostics and atheists who question or deny the 
existence of God, and refuse to acknowledge His overruling 
power, consider the evidence which shows a Divine plan 
operating in the day-by-day activities of men and nations. 
Let them also take note of the fact that there is a definite 
pattern, even in the midst of the seeming world confusion 
of today, which compels the evil men are doing to glorify 
Him as we move resistlessly on to the climax when, as 
stated by Esdras, “‘the said measure will be fulfilled.” 


VINDICATION 


SOME MAY RECALL the smear technique employed by Drew 
Pearson and Walter Winchell and others in the endeavor 
to destroy public confidence in Colonel Charles Lindbergh 
because he had received a Nazi decoration before World 
War II. They went beyond all bounds of decency in their 
denunciation of him. Recently the facts surrounding Co- 
lonel Lindbergh’s secret work in Germany have been re- 
vealed and the revelation of his patriotic service makes the 
boastful show of patriotism on the part of these commenta- 
tors look like gaudy tinsel in the presence of pure gold. 
Here are the facts, as stated by Paul Harvey in his radio 
broadcast of November 18, 1951: 


“In 1938 Colonel Charles Lindbergh was presented with an 
honorary German medal and in the United States there was 
widespread criticism for his having accepted a Nazi decoration. 
This is the rest of the story. In 1938 Lindbergh’s survey of Ger- 
man and other European air forces was a secret mission author- 
ized and directed by the United States War Department. Lind- 
bergh flattered the vain Hermann Goering into opening up all 
the secrets of the Nazis’ aerial war jets. Our own officials never 
announced Lindbergh’s heroism as a secret agent, for his secret 
service to his country continues during and after World War II — 
that’s as much as I can say. He served quietly and suffered in 
silence. While the critics rained invectives on his head, Colonel 
Lindbergh, to cover the fact that he was working on War De- 
partment orders, said nothing. On the two most dangerous, most 
magnificent, missions of his life, he had to go alone.” 


This revelation of Colonel Lindbergh’s patriotism re- 
veals in an even more unbecoming light the attitude the 
late President Roosevelt took toward him when the Navy 
requested that his commission as Colonel be restored and 
the President flatly refused to do it. Mr. Lindbergh had 
resigned his commission due to derogatory remarks made 
about him by Mr. Roosevelt, who certainly should have 
known of his secret mission in behalf of his country. In an 
editorial written in Destiny for October 1944, com- 
menting upon the picayunish attitude of President Roose- 
velt, we said: 


“The navy has entered a formal request that Charles A. 
Lindbergh be restored to his former position of Colonel. He has 
made major contributions to the Allied air forces. And had it not 
been for his pre-war surveys, Pan-American officers declare it 
would have been impossible to have established bases in North 
Africa and China which enabled the Allies to drive the Nazis 
from Egypt and Tunisia and to oust the Japs from Burma! 

“Mr. Lindbergh has demonstrated that bombers can be flown 
as high as 60,000 feet without affecting adversely the accuracy of 
firing on a given target; at that height the bombers cannot be 
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reached by fighter planes or flak. Some of his ideas accounted 
for the success of the B-29 bombers in their raids over Japan. Mr. 
Lindbergh is now a civilian member of Admiral Nimitz’ staff and 
under his instruction the radius of the Pacific fliers has been in- 
creased 250 miles. 

*“*Here is an American with an enviable record of achievements 
and whose former rank the navy requests be restored. Yet, re- 
gardless of Lindbergh’s splendid and outstanding record in 
helping his country since we were plunged into the war, President 
Roosevelt sharply refused the navy’s request. 

“We are well aware that there are certain narrow-minded 
bigoted men in America who will never forgive or forget the 
things they hold against Mr. Lindbergh regardless of his loyalty 
to his country. They care little that he has unstintingly given of 
his services that America may win over her enemies. We had 
hoped better things of the Commander-in-Chief, who knows 
Lindbergh’s record of accomplishments, but instead he manifests 
a spirit of revengeful unforgiveness and has been unwilling to 
reward a fine and loyal American for the contributions he has 
made toward the defeat of our foes. In this refusal to honor Lind- 
bergh, Congress should act. 

‘There is no place for the spirit manifested by the President 
toward one who has so unstintingly devoted his time, services 
and energy to helping his country in her hour of need. Mag- 
nanimity in a leader is a sign of greatness, but the spirit of vin- 
dictiveness shows a lack of that type and quality of leadership 
that will bring spontaneous support and unite a people who other- 
wise might differ among themselves. 

“Men of ability have been set aside in our nation because ot 
this spirit of intolerance, men who would have materially con- 
tributed to the defense of our nation. Businessmen of America 
who have had no use for the policies of the New Deal have for- 
gotten their prejudices in the hour of our national need and un- 
stintingly contributed to the successful prosecution of the war. 
Had they shown the same spirit of intolerance as is manifested 
toward Mr. Lindbergh, the enemy might now have been in con- 
trol of our land. 

“Our hat is off to Charles A. Lindbergh who, despite the evils 
he has suffered in the loss of his first-born, in the present refusal 
to recognize the merits of his labors, still carries on for the good 
of his country. He certainly has a nobleness of soul and spirit 
which cannot be said of those who malign him. When history is 
written the refusal of his country to honor him for his accomplish- 
ments and contribution to our war effort will be a blotch upon 
the magnanimous and forgiving spirit that has usually charac- 
terized our activities. Barring the bigoted and intolerant minority 
in our midst, we feel sure that the American people would unani- 
mously vote to honer him.” 


It is gratifying to have this vindication of Colonel Lind- 
bergh, bringing the true facts of the case to light. 


APPROACHING MIDNIGHT 


THE MARCH OF EVENTS Clearly demonstrate a worsening of 
conditions throughout the world rather than an easing of 
the pressure of judgment as the darkness of the night of the 
age deepens. Let us continue the tabulation of events in 
this developing crisis since the clock struck the eleventh 
hour on October 18, 1951: 


Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

October 26 — Lonpon: The Conservative Party back in 
power in Britain as result of the General Election. 
Winston Churchill told Britons when he resumed as 
Prime Minister: ‘““There lies before us a difficult time. 
I have seen worse and had to face worse. I do not doubt 
we shall come through. . . .” 

Ecypt: Reported in news today that Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Egypt has taken the first step toward 
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concluding a trade agreement with Soviet Russia. 
Ecypt: Egyptian Foreign Minister Salah El-Din ac- 
cused the United States today of ignoring “principles 
of right and justice” in Egypt’s dispute with Britain 
over Suez. 

Ecypt: The Egyptian government declared a ban on 
British warships in the Suez Canal, but the French 
operating company said it would defy any orders to 
interfere with canal transit. 

October 27 — Ecypt: Egypt notified Britain formally that 
it had abrogated the 1936 Anglo-Egyptian treaty. New 
state of emergency declared in Cairo as outcome of 
British elections. 

Lonpon: Sir Anthony Eden becomes Britain’s new 
Foreign Secretary. 

Korea: Truce talks continue over buffer zone. UN re- 
jected Red compromise regarding truce line. 

IRAN: Iranian police reported that Red plans to kill 
Shah Mohammed Pahlevi and stage a Soviet invasion 
of northern Iran were seized in a raid on the outlawed 
fudeh (Communist) Party’s Hq. in Teheran. 

Treet: The Dalai Lama ratified his state’s agreement 
with Red China, a day after the main Chinese Red 
garrison reportedly entered Lhasa. 

October 28 — Ecypt: Egypt on a near-war footing. All 
men between ages of 18 and 50 to register for a mobiliza- 
tion draft as violence again flared in the tense Suez 
Canal Zone. 

SupDAn: A spokesman stated Sudan wants independence; 
not rule by Egypt. 

Tet Aviv: The Israeli govt. invited by the Western 
Powers to submit their ideas on the projected Middle 
Eastern Defense against Communism which the Egyp- 
tian govt. ignored. 

Korea: Truce talks again near stalemate. 

Korea: An AF spokesman in Tokyo said the Reds are 
now “challenging UN air supremacy” after 8 consecu- 
tive days of jet-plane dogfights over North Korea. 

Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

November 3 — Ecyrpt: The Egyptian Govt. ordered all 
Egyptians employed by the British Army in the Suez 
Canal Zone to quit their jobs or face charges of “‘high 
treason.” 

Ecypt: The British sent 1,000 women and children 
home to Britain from Port Said by ship. 

Moscow: Russia warned Turkey in a note that Moscow 
“cannot remain indifferent” to Turkey’s joining the ag- 
gressive Atlantic bloc. 

U.S.: Gen. Dwight Eisenhower landed at La Guardia 
Field, N. Y., en route to Washington for conference with 
President Truman. 

November 4 — Ecypt: British seized the Suez Custom 
House from the Egyptians, conducting a search for 
weapons hidden by potential guerrillas in canal zone 
towns. 

Iran: Teheran University was closed by its officials be- 
cause of Communist activity by students. 

Korea: The Communists vetoed a UN suggestion that 
Kaesong be made a no-man’s-land. No progress in talks. 
Korea: The Allies admitted that 8 of their fighters were 
shot down the previous week, but said all were lost to 
Red anti-aircraft ground fire. Reported that Red jets 
outnumber UN jets in air war. 
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JerusALem: Prime Min. Ben-Gurion and Forgn. Min. 
Moshe Sharett implied that Israeli state is not interested 
in joining the U.S.-sponsored Middle East Defense 
organization. 

BurMa: Burmese rebels disrupted most of Rangoon’s 
water supply by blasting a pipeline from Gyobyu 
Reservoir north of the city. 

Inp1A: Nehru suggested internationalization of Suez 
and Panama Canals. 


November 5 — Korea: Communists refused to trade 


Kaesong for UN-held islands blocking the North Korean 
ports of Wonsan and Chinnampo. 

JERUSALEM: A moderately pro-Western foreign policy 
enunciated by Prime Min. Ben-Gurion was endorsed 
by the Israeli parliament. Ben-Gurion said that “even 
the U.S. does not have enough money to buy” the 
Israeli state’s subservience, but the Israelis have much 
better relations with the West than the East; it can ap- 
peal directly to citizens of Western countries, but can 
deal only with governments in the Soviet sphere. 

U.S.: The U.S. denounced the Russian note to Turkey 
as an attempt “‘to frighten a prospective new member” 
of the NATO and “misrepresent the objectives of the 
North Atlantic Treaty.” 

Kasumir: UN efforts to organize a plebiscite in Kashmir 
were ignored by the state’s pro-Indian Prime Min. 
Sheik Mohammed Abdullah when he asked the new 
Kashmir-Jammu Constituent Assembly in Srinagar to 
decide whether the states will accede to India. 

Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 


November 11 — Armistice Day: The 33rd anniversary 


of the World War I Armistice of November 11, 1918. 
Ecypt: The council of Ulemas scholars of Al Azhar 
University in Cairo issued a call for jihad (holy war) 
against the British throughout the Moslem world in 
support of Egypt. 

Ecypt: A threat from Egyptian terrorists to the British, 
“Get out of the Suez Canal Zone or be shipped out in 
coffins.” 

PALESTINE: Palestine truce supervisor Gen. William E. 
Riley reported to UN Security Council that Israeli- 
Syrian dispute over their demilitarized border zone has 
not been settled and Israelis refuse to discuss it in their 
mixed armistice commission. 

Korea: No break in deadlock in truce sub-committee 
meetings in Panmunjom. Vice Adm. Joy, UN truce 
team chief, declared the UN Command will not “‘com- 
promise”’ on its basic demands. 

Korea: Air war grows more dangerous. 

FRANCE: Mutual Security Agency Dir. W. Averell 
Harriman made statement that Europe faces economic 
crash in six months unless U. S. sends more aid. 


November 12 — Ecypt: The extremist Moslem Brother- 


hood demanded that the Egyptian Govt. “give us arms 

and money to fight” and release 482 imprisoned ter- 

rorists. 

Trset: Tibetan trade center of Gyantse, 170 miles from 

the Indian frontier, has been entered by Chinese Red 

troops, according to reports via India. 

JAPAN: 3,000 Leftist students jeered Emperor Hirohito 

and sang Communist songs to disrupt ceremonies during 

his visit to Kyoto University. 

Turkey: Turkey rejected the Soviet protest against its

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Let the Hour Declare It 


will be the date appearing on all legal documents, 

letters and other writings for the ensuing twelve 
months. What will this new year have in store for the 
human race is a question being asked by many. It is 
chronologically and prophetically indicated that 1952 is 
destined to be a momentous year in every way and the 
march of events will no doubt reveal it as such to those 
who are watching. It is a year of interesting terminal 
periods and for that reason alone the alert prophetic 
student will pay heed to developments with keen interest. 

As we approach the important period ahead of us a 
word of caution may not be amiss in the light of the many 
inquiries and letters being received. The chronological 
pattern of coming events clearly indicates that we have 
entered one of history’s most important periods. This is 
borne out by the increased tempo of world activities, 
which is in conformity with what the prophets foretold 
should be expected with the approach of the climax of 
the ages. A grave danger at such a time as this, however, 
is the tendency to jump to hasty conclusions and overlook 
the fact which has been stated before in Destiny that 
there is always a time element — a process — to be con- 
sidered in connection with the fulfillment of prophecy 
that may require a much longer period to bring events 
to their full fruition than most people are willing to 
concede. 

While it is only natural for the individual to speculate 
upon what may occur on a future chronological terminal, 
the danger is that foregone conclusions will be drawn 
from preconceived ideas that will close the mind to new 
revelation. If this practice leads to the assumption of a 
dogmatic attitude toward what may be expected in the 
future, much disappointment will very likely be the result 
when the date arrives upon which the attention was 
focussed. Unless we keep an open mind and are prepared 
to evaluate coming events after they occur in the light of 
their bearing upon over-all trends, we may miss their full 
significance altogether. There is ample evidence from a 
study of history to demonstrate how events of major im- 
portance can be entirely overlooked, all because many, 
prior to their occurrence, make up their minds concerning 
what is to be expected and how it will take place. 

A classic example of this is furnished by the historical 
account of the Jewish expectations as to what their coming 
Messiah should be like and what He would accomplish. 
Jesus Christ came on time, but He did not carry out the 
ideas the Jews had visualized for Him, so they missed en- 
tirely the meaning of His first advent and they rejected 
Him. Let us refrain from following such an example 
during this equally important period in the Christian Era. 

Expressions like “the midnight hour” are apt to en- 
courage a host of speculations concerning the nature of 
what is to occur at such a time, based upon a variety of 
ideas and notions. But it should be borne in mind that the 
Lord will do a new thing in the earth at this time and it is 
much wiser and more spiritually profitable to exercise 
patience and await His revelation as He gives tt. 

We know there are terminal periods of marked chrono- 
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logical significance just ahead and we also know that 
important events are marking the significance of the 
passing hours of the night as we move from one watch to 
another.* Yet, knowing all this, we are in no position to 
state positively ahead of time just what will transpire 
on these terminal dates. We may take note of the Biblical 
definition of the chronological measuring rods applied 
to the charted periods, ** from which we understand in 
advance what the periods portend, and we may take 
significant clues from historical prototypes. But beyond 
this we are not expected to do more than be constantly 
alert as watchers, with our hearts and minds attuned to 
the leading of the Holy Spirit so that we may discern and 
declare the significance of events that transpire as the 
clock strikes the hours of the night. The hour itself will reveal 
to the watchers the event or events that will declare its significance. 

It is also well to remember that often what becomes most 
significant to the wise seems as merely the happenings of 
coincidence and chance to a skeptical and unbelieving 
world. It is actually amazing how the Lord is bringing 
about the fulfillment of ancient predictions in all their 
detail, yet at the same time He keeps their significance 
hidden from the exploitation of the worldly wise. He is 
doing this in these end-time days when chronology is 
marking the marvelous precision with which, step by 
step, the purposes of God are being revealed to the watch- 
ful few. 

Unfortunately there still continue to be those in whose 
hands the science of Biblical chronology degenerates into 
a racket of sensational date-setting. We do not set dates; we 
establish and define chronological periods. Those who set dates 
and attempt to prophesy what event will occur thereon 
do great harm to the ill-informed and turn others away 
from watching the marvelous timing of events as prophecy 
(history prewritten) becomes history (prophecy fulfilled), 
thus enabling the watchers to say with conviction, when 
it comes to pass, “this is that spoken of by the prophets” 
as the hour itself reveals the significance of the fulfillment 
of their utterances. The Christian countersign today is the 
password Jesus Himself gave His followers who aspire to 
enter with Him to the Marriage Supper: “‘Watcn!” 

The admonition to watch is not only applicable to 
events of 1952 but to those of subsequent years as well. 
Already a trend is apparent among many to form a dog- 
matic conception of what the date, August 20, 1953, is 
expected to reveal. Apart from having knowledge of the 
date, which is established by Great Pyramid chronology, *** 
we do not know what will happen on the day of August 20, 
1953. But we do know this: it is not the end of the world; 
it is the Consummation of the Age. 

Just what is meant by the Consummation of the Age? It 
is certain that it does not mean the end of all things. To 
consummate means “‘to bring to completion or perfection”

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and it is highly significant that this term is used in connec- 
tion with the completion of marriage when a man and a 
woman become one flesh through the consummation of 
the marriage relationship. The analogy is striking, for 
just as a man and a woman become one in marriage and 
a new order of life begins for them, so, too, the Consumma- 
tion of the Age will be the beginning of life anew for God’s 
people Israel, leading to the birth of a new era. It is not 
without significance that John in vision witnessed the 
developments bringing about the Consummation of the 
Age and recorded the conversation of those having a part 
in its climactic events: 


“Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honour to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself 


ready.” (Rev. 19: 7.) 


As time is involved from conception to birth, so the new 
order, conceived on August 20, 1953, will, in the years 
following, be brought to perfection. * 

Paul defines the Consummation of the Age as the 
“fullness of the nations” and by “fullness” he refers to the

time being completed when the Kingdom will be restored 
to Israel: 


“For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this 
mystery, lest ye should be wise in your own conceits; that blind- 
ness in part is happened to Israel, until the fulness of the Gentiles 
[nations] be come in. And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is 
written, There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodliness from Jacob: for this is my covenant unto 
them, when I shall take away their sins.” (Rom. 11: 25-27.) 


Thereafter an end to trouble and tribulation for God’s 
people will come, for through His prophets He has said, 
“Ye shall be my people, and I will be your God” (Ez. 36: 
28 & Hosea 2: 23). A glorious new order of the ages will 
be the result of the reunion of God and His people when 
the two will become one in aims and purposes through 
the restoration of righteousness. 

A review of history shows only a few in every age who 
are alert and who, because they are unfettered by pre- 
conceived ideas, are able to rise above the smog and toil 
in the valley of human struggle below and behold in 
vision the glorious panorama of ultimate human destiny. 
While they describe themselves as pilgrims and strangers 
in this world, they continue to look for “the city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and maker is God.”

joining the Atlantic pact; said Russia ““would concede 
that there exist very serious reasons for Turkey’s [de- 
fense}] preparations, if the Soviet Govt. would make a 
sincere examen de conscience.” 
SoutH Arrica: South Africa accepted its invitation to 
join the Middle Eastern Command. 

November 13 — Ecypt: Anti-British parades held in 
Cairo by 100,000 persons today (Egyptian Independence 
Day). Premier Mustapha Nahas Pasha said in a speech 
that Egypt will “‘obtain our rights” in Suez and Sudan 
or “‘perish in the struggle.” 

PuiLipPiInes: Communist Huks, bent on disrupting to- 
day’s elections, raided the town of Santa Ana, burned 
its municipal building and market place and then fled to 
a mountain stronghold. 

IRAN: 700 heavily armed troops and police surrounded 
a 2-story building in downtown Teheran on a tip that 
the outlawed Tudeh (Communist) party intended to 
seize it. 

Tex Aviv: Battling a serious food situation, the Com- 
munists organized and paraded 2000 persons through 
the streets of Tel Aviv shouting “‘peace and bread.” 
Another demonstration led by Communists was held 
near the Israeli parliament building in Jerusalem. 
Korea: Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg in Tokyo to study in- 
creased Red air activity over Korea. 

U.S.: State Dept. announced it had failed to establish a 
“new basis” for Anglo-Iranian oil negotiations during 3 
weeks of talks in Washington with Premier Mossadegh. 
IRAN: Iranian opposition leader Jamal Enami told 
Parliament in Teheran Mossadegh has bungled the oil 
nationalization program; warned that the Reds are 
“arming” to grab Azerbaijan Province; said Mos- 
sadegh’s policy of trying to be neutral between East and 
West is “‘unrealistic.” 

U. S.: Gen. Douglas MacArthur urged Americans to 
change the national administration. He accused it of 


“‘diplomatic blunders”’ which “contributed to the build- 
ing of Soviet military strength” and “the gaining of 
Communist control over China.” 

Paris: UN Gen. Assembly decided to study the pos- 
sibility of holding free unification elections in East and 
West Germany. Russian and Israeli delegates voted 
against proposed policy. 

Paris: UN Gen. Assembly voted 37-11 not to debate a 
Soviet-sponsored bid for Communist representation of 
China. Israeli delegate voted with Russia for debating 
Red China admission. 

Five minutes, or 8 days, later: 

November 19 — Ecypt: Situation quiet but tense follow- 
ing riots in Suez Canal Zone. Truce arranged today so 
several hundred British families could leave Ismailia 
safely. 

Tet Aviv: Dr. Chaim Weizmann reelected Israeli 
President by an 85-11 vote of the Knesset (Parliament). 
Rumania: A USAF C-47 transport plane reported miss- 
ing after it was shot down by Rumanian and Hungarian 
troops on the Yugoslav frontier. 

Paris: Western Big Three issued a more detailed pro- 
gram for steps toward world disarmament and atomic 
control which it formally presented to the UN Gen. 
Assembly’s Political and Security Com. by U. S. State 
Secy. Dean Acheson, who told Russia’s Vishinsky it con- 
tained no “tricks.” 

November 20 — U.S.: Assoc. Justice William O. Douglass 
said in New York, “One of the greatest crises in modern 
history is brewing in the Middle East.” 

Korea: Gen. Matthew Ridgway issued a new report on 
atrocities and said that the killing of 365 American 
prisoners by the Reds has been confirmed through re- 
covery of the victims’ bodies. He had admitted sending 
an atrocity report to the UN on November 12, esti- 
mating 8,000 atrocities. The report of 5,000 atrocities 
was released by Col. James Hanley on November 14.

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS

ESPITE ALL THE bitter party strife of recent years, 

ID there is much evidence coming in from observers 

in all parts of the country to suggest that a large 

part of the nation reacts very favorably whenever Mr. 

Churchill makes a magnanimous speech, and whenever 

there is any hint that a wider national front might one 
day be possible. 

The Conservative position depends upon Mr. Church- 
ill’s ability to provide two essentials: national leadership 
and a dynamic policy which sweeps the stop-gap measures 
of Socialism into the public dustbin. 

A strong opinion is growing that Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia and the East African territories should be welded 
into a great new State following an entirely different racial 
policy from that of either South Africa or the British 
Colonial Office. These ideas are being put forward by the 
Capricorn Africa Society, which is becoming so influential 
that to ignore its views would create a wide breach 
between European communities in all the territories 
concerned and London. 

If Whitehall should ignore this, the consequences may 
be comparable to the loss of the American Colonies. Very 
few people in Britain fully realized how powerful the 
trends of opinion were becoming in those Colonies before 
the War of Independence finally broke out. The trend in 
the Central and Eastern African territories is now so 
powerful that it would be extremely dangerous if White- 
hall were to ignore it. 

The outlet for British man-power and American capital 
is very great. Yet, we drag along from loan to aid, and 
back from aid to loan, to bolster up in the old world a state 
of affairs which is sound neither in strategy nor in eco- 
nomics. The very defense of Europe, so essential to Britain, 
must be based on Africa; the economic expansion so vital 
to the world is likewise there. And that is only a small 
part of the vast portion of the Sterling Area which lies 
fallow and awaiting enterprise. Australia awaits at least 
20 million more people, Canada at least 15 million, New 
Zealand another 2% million. The British Commonwealth 
as a whole awaits at least 38 million people. 

There is not the slightest excuse for the gloomy view 
that the days of venture are over, that large fortunes can 
no longer be made, that we are doomed to be caught like 
rats in a trap, and that there is no longer escape from 
destruction by atomic weapons. 

The basis of the problem is the fact that the European- 
settled Commonwealth countries have a population of 
seventy-four million whites, of whom fifty million are 
cooped up in one small island. The Commonwealth coun- 
tries have insufficiently developed resources to be self- 
supporting and, therefore, have to buy from the Dollar 
Area, with a consequent deficit. The Dollar Area does not 
need to buy from the Commonwealth countries to the 
same extent as the latter need to buy from America. If, 
however, the European population of the Commonwealth 
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were more evenly distributed, and if the surplus popula- 
tions of the European continent and Britain were thus 
absorbed, the entire balance of Sterling Area economy 
would be redressed. 

A considerable body of opinion in all political parties, 
backed by very powerful expert opinions, believes that it 
is imperative to take radical measures for the redistribu- 
tion of the white population of both Britain and con- 
tinental Europe throughout the rich and vast areas of the 
Commonwealth. Nothing less will suffice. This must now 
be done in the style of a wartime operation, on no.-less 
impressive a scale, and with no less urgency, than the 
invasion of Europe in 1944. 

Against the resulting widespread prosperity the Russian 
ideological appeal would have no importance, and, op- 
posed to a spacious and liberal economy, the system based 
on the forced labor camp and the political police would 
inevitably wilt and wither away. Moreover, it would be 
impossible for even the Russians to stop news of such vast 
and happy developments from penetrating the Iron Cur- 
tain. The West would reap immeasurable psychological 
advantages, while the hopes of Russia’s strategists would 
become more and more impractical. Many of those whose 
advice we have sought feel that in measures of this kind 
lies the only hope of turning the tides of economic distress 
and war which now threaten to engulf the entire world. 

Mr. Churchill said to a friend: ““The glory may be in 
the past but the hope lies in the future.” And it is so. 
Develop the now virgin Commonwealth and future gen- 
erations will wonder why Britain ever thought her great- 
ness was over. Never was there greater reason to say: 
“The hope lies in the future.” 


Korean War 


The facts of Communist military preparations in North 
Korea were known long before the original attack. Nothing 
was done. Preparations for Chinese intervention were also 
known before the intervention occurred. Precise informa- 
tion about this was either ignored or disbelieved. The vast 
propaganda conducted amongst Western European and 
Asiatic nations, in order to create an atmosphere hostile 
to decisive American military action, was largely inspired 
by Soviet agents and proved extremely successful. 

The British Government was totally misinformed by 
certain agents about the prospects of peace. The British 
Socialist Cabinet believed that, by following a conciliatory 
policy, a satisfactory cease-fire could be arranged by the 
end of June 1951. They were hopelessly wrong. All that 
happened was that Russia and China were able to build 
up so strong a military position in North Korea, that the 
cease-fire talks became an instrument of Soviet policy, 
rather than a military compromise necessary to the Red 
forces. 

The campaign, which brought about both MacArthur’s 
downfall and bad relations between Britain and America, 
was Clever and successful. The argument put forward that 
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the United Nations could not afford to tie up forces in an 
extended Pacific war, because the defense of Western 
Europe was more important, proved doubtful. By follow- 
ing a weak policy, we did not release any forces at all from 
Korea, but, on the contrary, became obliged to put more 
into that area, without the benefit of a decision which 
might have favorably influenced the entire world, broken 
the Sino-Russian alliance, and given the Kremlin a grave 
jolt of far-reaching effect. 

Russia is doing all she can to whip up peace propaganda, 
and to hold off the United Nations from any decisive 
action, until such time as she can face the West on rela- 
tively equal terms in atomic weapons. These are the 
fundamentals of her global strategy. As we ignored the 
facts of the Korean business at our grave cost, so we shall 
ignore the facts of the over-all world situation only at 
deadly peril. 

There is an uncontrollable factor which has to be taken 
into account. During recent months, scientific evidence 
has suggested a number of earthquakes of some intensity 
in certain areas of Central Asia. These reported earth- 
quakes may not have touched anything important. But, in 
view of the intensity of the occurrences, it is possible that 
they have done so. In this, we are in a sphere of the un- 
known. The course of history has often been affected by 
natural phenomena and, in this case, the extent and 
frequency of the reports of vast earthquakes from an area 
of strategic significance cannot be ignored. 

The Red Army maneuvers, recently carried out in 
Eastern Germany and some of the satellite countries, have 
disclosed some interesting information. 

There seemed to be no attempt to exercise troops or 
staffs in a surprise attack on the West. The Western forces 
were on the defensive, but were presumed, in the narra- 
tive, to have taken the initial offensive. The Eastern forces 
were counter-attacking. 

It would perhaps be imprudent to infer too much from 
this. But satellite commanders received the impression 
that Russian military thought was working on the line 
that a general war would start outside Europe, and that 
European operations would be the consequences of hos- 
tilities which had broken out elsewhere. 

A very high satellite officer told one of our observers 
that, at present, Russia has about 70 Hiroshima type 
A-bombs, and a smaller number of three other much more 
powerful types. This officer also said that small anti- 
personnel A-bombs were being produced. This may 
account for the alleged “fizzle” reported in America 
regarding one of the recent Russian A-bomb tests. 

Soviet’s Final Aim 

“Our final aim is world Communism; our fighting 
spirit is adjusted with a view towards the world revolution, 
and towards the conquest of power on an international 
scale — the dictatorship of the world proletariat. 

“Our program openly flings a challenge for war to the 
death to the entire bourgeois world. The Communists 
have not the slightest reason for concealing their aims. Our 
final aims, and the means for attaining these aims, our 
strategy and tactics, are clearly presented to the entire 
world in this program.” (Pravda, September 9, 1938.) 

As Dimitrov, at the time Secretary of the Communist 
International, once put it: ““We are sometimes accused of 
departing from our Communist principles. What stu- 
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pidity, what blindness. We should not be Marxist and 
Leninist revolutionaries, not disciples of Marx, Engels and 
Stalin, if we were not capable of completely altering our 
tactics and our mode of action as circumstances may dic- 
tate. But all the deviations, and all the ins and outs of our 
tactics, are directed to a single end — the world revolu- 
tion.” 

Put in plain language, every country in the world is to 
have a Communist totalitarian government forced upon 
it, and then be made a satellite republic of the U.S.S.R. 
and governed from the Kremlin. Once the people of the 
free world fully realize these facts, they will be able to 
attune themselves to the battle of mind and body in which 
we are engaged. Nowadays, things move fast, the tempo 
is quick, and we must be ready; otherwise the attack may 
come so quickly that we shall be taken unaware. 

The Kremlin fully recognizes that straightforward 
atheism can be enforced only after world revolution or 
world conquest. The immediate aim of anti-religious 
forces, therefore, is the creation of Churches subservient 
to the Communist State, and the suppression of all others. 
Such Churches will be financially dependent on the 
State, and will be intimately tied to the M.V.D. and its 
equivalents. Through subject Churches, it is hoped, the 
people will be even more tightly bound to Communism 
than by direct police rule. 

The second line is the utilization of these Churches for 
the peace movement. The outstanding example is the 
recent adherence to the peace movement of the Orthodox 
Patriarch of Antioch who has great influence in the Mid- 
dle East. The Church peace movement is to be pushed 
hard during the coming months, especially amongst the 
splinter Churches of the Middle East. Some of these have 
numerous followings and considerable influence. They 
also have a fifth column value in the event of war. 

1952 will see some very definite developments in re- 
ligious policy. Increasing favor will be shown to the sub- 
missive Russian Orthodox Church. It is interesting that, 
as with military, economic, and political developments, 
so with religious policy, 1952 is a dead-line. 


News From Russia 


The Soviet Government has quietly let it be known to 
every Middle Eastern Government that acceptance of any 
part of the Middle East defense plan would be considered 
an unfriendly act. These countries have been informed by 
Russia that she considers them to be Eastern States, and 
that they should, therefore, join with the U.S.S.R. since 
she is the largest of Eastern States and has the best inter- 
ests of the others at heart. 

It is reported to us that it is almost certain that Vishin- 
sky and Gromyko are shortly to hold a conference with 
Russian diplomats accredited to Ankara, Teheran, Cairo, 
Damascus, Tel-Aviv, Beyrout, New Delhi and Karachi. 
The meeting may take place in Paris. Moscow’s compara- 
tive quiescence over Middle Eastern affairs has been a 
period of preparation for some new move.

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This Present Evil World 


n the Apostle Paul began 
WV his letter to the Galatian 
Christians, he greeted them 


with this statement: 

“Grace be to you and peace from God 
the Father, and from our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who gave himself for our sins, that he 
might deliver us from this present evil 
world, according to the will of God and 
our Father: to whom be glory for ever 
and ever.” 

It is not surprising that Paul should 
refer to the world of his day as evil. 
He lived in the dawn of the Christian 
era. The Light that came in Christ 
Jesus was only beginning to shine in 
a dark world. There had not been 
time for the power of His Gospel to 
penetrate society as a whole and over- 
throw the established systems of that 
day. 

But how does it happen, as skeptics 
like to remind us, that nineteen cen- 
turies after Paul’s time we must still 
admit that this present world is evil? 
Does it mean that Jesus Christ has 
failed? that His Gospel is powerless 
to do what He and His Apostles 
claimed for it? Even the most indif- 
ferent Christian believers among us are 
not ready to concede that Christ 
failed and that His Gospel is inade- 
quate; they will agree with the more 
plausible explanation that we have 
failed Him, both in doctrine and in 
works. 

After Paul’s greeting to the Gala- 
tians, he continues by saying: 

“I marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into the grace of 
Christ unto another gospel: which is not 
another; but there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the Gospel of 
Christ.” (Gal. 1: 6-7.) 

Here is the crux of the whole matter: 

“O foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you, that ye should not obey the 
truth?” (Gal. 3: 1.) 

This present world is in the grip 
of wickedness because professed Chris- 
tians themselves are not obedient to 
the truth of the Gospel and the de- 
mands of their high calling in Christ. 
Much of church history from the start 
is a record of schism between opposing 
factions within the various church

groups. Contenders for the faith once 
delivered to the saints have always had 
to battle with those in their midst who 
would pervert the true Gospel. Un- 
fortunately the situation has changed 
little in this respect since Jude wrote 
as follows to those first century church 
members: 

“Dear friends, I was just on the point 
of writing to you about our common salva- 
tion, when it became necessary for me to 
write and appeal to you to come to the de- 
fense of the faith that has once for all 
been intrusted to God’s people. For some 
people have sneaked in among us — their 
doom was foretold long ago — godless 
persons, who turn the mercy of our God 
into an excuse for immorality, and disown 
our only Master and Lord, Jesus Christ.” 
(Jude 3-4, Smith and Goodspeed Trans.) 

Evil is riding high in English-speak- 
ing lands today because we have not 
contended earnestly enough for the 
faith that is in Christ Jesus alone. 
We have been too ready to compro- 
mise, too willing to accept the subtle 
suggestion that it doesn’t matter what 
a man’s faith is, just so he believes in 
something. This deadly notion is the 
mainspring of all interfaith move- 
ments and subversive cults, that are 
now deceiving millions of nominal 
Christians —- men and women who 
ought to be defending the true faith. 
These unstable people have been en- 
snared by an easy tolerance of error, 
as predicted in II Peter 2: 1-2: 

“But there were also false prophets 
among the people, as there will be teachers 
of falsehood among you also, who will 
cunningly introduce fatal heresies, dis- 
owning even the Lord who has redeemed 
them, and bringing 6n themselves swift 
destruction. And in their immoral ways 
they will have many disciples, through 
whom the true way will be brought into 
disrepute.” (Weymouth.) 

Paul was mindful of this danger 
when he commended the Christians 
at Colosse for the steadfastness of their 
faith in Christ, and then added the 
following solicitous warning: 

*“As ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in him: rooted 
and built up in him, and stablished in the 
faith, as ye have been taught, abounding 
therein with thanksgiving. Beware lest 


any man spoil you through philosophy and 
vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and not 
after Christ. For in him dwelleth all the fulness 
of the Godhead bodily.” (Col. 2: 6-9.) 


We of the twentieth century have 
watched this vain philosophy, these 
fatal heresies, these bold traditions of 
men, come to full flower. At the same 
time we have watched “evil men and 
seducers wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving, and being deceived.” We have 
watched the blind lead the blind — 
and now we see both falling into the 
ditch. We have already passed through 
two wars of unprecedented scope that 
promised much and settled nothing; 
and at this very moment we find our 
nation the chief target in a third war 
which, in many respects, is more 
treacherous and terrifying than any- 
thing the world has ever known. 

What is happening to us? And why? 
What is the explanation of these dis- 
tressing conditions which no one seems 
able to understand or control? The 
answer for us, if it is to be found at 
all, is in the Bible. The tremendous 
issues involved — the problems to be 
solved — are too vast for human com- 
prehension and ingenuity. 

Is God dealing with this present 
evil world? And if so, how? We believe 
that Peter gives us some light on these 
questions. In the fourth chapter of his 
First Epistle, verses 17—18, he writes: 

“For the time has come for the judg- 
ment to begin with the household of God, 
and if it begins with us, what will be the 
end of those who refuse God’s good news? 
If it is hard for the upright man to be 
saved, what will become of the godless and 
sinful??? (Smith and Goodspeed Trans.) 


Then in II Peter 2: 20-21, the Apos- 
tle pens an indictment which is pe- 
culiarly applicable to our own per- 
verse generation: 


“For if after men have escaped the cor- 
rupting influences of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, they again become entangled 
in them and are overcome by them, their 
final condition is worse than their former 
one. For it would have been better for 
them never to have known the way of up- 
rightness than after knowing it to have 
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turned their backs upon the sacred com- 
mand with which they had been intrusted.’’ 
(Smith and Goodspeed Trans.) 


It should be plain to all by this time 
that God is dealing with the world in 
judgment, and that He is beginning 
with His own household; that is, with 
nations predominantly Christian in 
faith and claiming, however unworth- 
ily, to be His people. Indeed, it cannot 
be denied that the tumult of war and 
distress which has occupied the atten- 
tion of the Western nations for almost 
forty years has come at the very time 
of their most deplorable moral and 
spiritual deterioration. Surely this 
strange pattern of history has de- 
veloped by God’s design and not by 
accident. The whole world groans in 
tribulation because God’s own re- 
deemed people have been intrusted 
with sacred obligations to which they 
have not been faithful. 

It is most interesting to discover in 
the Authorized Version that the only 
marginal reference accompanying the 
statement, “the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the house of 
God,” cites Isaiah 10 for comparison 
and study. There seems little connec- 
tion between the two passages until 
one begins to get the drift of Isaiah’s 
prophecy. In fact, chapter 10 must be 
studied in relation to the preceding 
chapter. The division of chapters at 
this point is most unfortunate, since it 
is in the ninth that we learn what 
branch of Israel the prophet is writing 
about in the next chapter. 

Isaiah 9 contains the great prophecy 
pertaining not only to the birth of 
Christ but also to His Second Advent 
as King (vv. 6-7). Beginning with 
verse 8, the scene changes to prophe- 
cies concerning the non-Jewish ten 
tribes of Israel — often referred to in 
the Scripture as Ephraim — after they 
had received the Gospel of Christ 
which was rejected by the Jews. These 
Christianized clans of Israel are the 
people to whom Christ gave His King- 
dom when He took it from the Jews 
(Matt. 21: 43). The prophet visions a 
day when these people, too,. will not 
endure sound doctrine. He says that 
“the leaders of this people cause them 
to err; and they that are led of them 
are destroyed” (v. 16). Therefore the 
Lord shall have no joy in them — 
“For wickedness burneth as the fire. 
. . . Through the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts is the land darkened, and the 
people shall be as the fuel of the fire. 

. Manasseh, Ephraim; and 
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Ephraim, Manasseh: and they to- 
gether shall be against Judah. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still” 
(Isa. 9: 18-21). 

So ends chapter 9. Now, in chapter 
10, Isaiah tells us how God is going to 
deal with Manasseh and Ephraim 
when the time comes for judgment to 
begin in the household of God. His 
plan is to raise up Israel’s ancient ene- 
mies and use them as a rod of chastise- 
ment until His people are ready to 
walk with Him and do His will. After 
charging them with unrighteous de- 
crees and grievous practices, the Lord 
says through the prophet: 


‘And what will ye do in the day of visita- 
tion, and in the desolation which shall 
come from far? To whom will ye flee for 
help? And where will ye leave your glory? 
Without me they shall bow down under 
the prisoners, and they shall fall under the 
slain. . . . O Assyrian, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff in their hand is mine 
indignation. I will send him against an 
hypocritical nation, and against the people 
of my wrath will I give him a charge, to 
take the spoil, and to take the prey, and to 
tread them down like the mire of the 
streets.” (Isa. 10: 3-6.) 


Thus God proposes to use the rod of 
Assyria to chastise His erring children. 
Asshur or Assyria, as used here in 
regard to latter-day prophetic events, 
probably refers to Israel’s enemies col- 
lectively rather than to one specific 
people, just as Babylon is used in the 
Book of Revelation to symbolize all 
nations and systems that set themselves 
in opposition to God and His Cove- 
nant Race. We are inclined to forget 
that Israel’s foes were never extermi- 
nated. Their descendants are in the 
world today. We do not know them as 
Philistines, Canaanites, Amalekites, 
Hittites, Edomites, Moabites, Assyri- 
ans, Babylonians, ef cetera: but under 
other names they are among the na- 
tions, stirring up touble for the Lord’s 
people just as they did in former days. 
And, as we see in Isaiah’s prophecy, 
God still uses these antagonists to 
discipline His wayward Israel. 

Perhaps a brief review of events 
leading to present chaotic conditions 
will help us to see how God is dealing 
with the Western nations at this time. 
Let us drop back for a moment to the 
great Reformation Era, the printed 
Bible and its translation into the lan- 
guages of the Western peoples. When 
the Bible became an open book, avail- 
able to people in their homes, it pro- 


duced most amazing results. There 
followed in its train a marvelous 
spiritual awakening, a revival of learn- 
ing that led to the rise of great uni- 
versities and the creation of the noblest 
art and music the world has yet 
known. Under the inspiration and 
power of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
the world’s finest civilization was born. 
A new energizing spirit seemed to 
take possession of the souls of men, 
giving them the courage to initiate an 
epoch of thrilling exploration and 
colonization throughout the desolate 
heritages of the earth. 

Now when all these developments 
were well under way something else 
happened. Alien groups with adverse 
intentions “‘sneaked in’? among these 
Christian people and began to turn 
their minds and hearts away from the 
truth. They were not merely unbeliev- 
ers, but worse; they were persons with 
distinctly antichristtan motives. Being 
avowed enemies of Christ, they set 
themselves to stem the tide of truth 
which was spreading abroad rapidly 
through the ever-increasing circula- 
tion of the Scriptures. When driven 
out of one country, they promptly 
ensconced themselves in another. 

For example, in 1632, twenty-one 
years after the publication of the King 
James Bible, Baruch Spinoza, a Jewish 
philosopher, was born in Amsterdam. 
His parents belonged to a group of 
emigrants who fled from persecution 
in Portugal and Spain and sought 
refuge in the Netherlands. No one 
man has been more responsible for the 
widespread sabotage of the Bible in 
great universities and theological sem- 
inaries than Spinoza. Professor George 
Burman Foster, himself a faithful dis- 
ciple of “liberalism,” tells us some- 
thing of Spinoza’s methods in a Decen- 
nial Publication of the University of 
Chicago. He writes: 


“Spinoza, who after all is the father of 
modern speculation, is also the father of 
Biblical criticism. He found it advisable 
to limit his investigation and doubt to 
Old Testament books. His merit lies, not 
in the finality of his findings — for almost 
none of them was final — but in his 
method, and in the necessity which he im- 
posed upon the modern world of critically 
investigating each book anew. He pointed 
out the marks of the later origin of the 
Pentateuch and of the historical books. 
He detected the contradictions, aberra- 
tions, gaps, of these writings. He consid- 
ered the prophetic books as ‘incomplete 
and unordered collections of older frag- 
ments.’ Subsequently the English and 
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French freethinkers took their cue from 
“But the successors of Spinoza did not 
limit Biblical criticism to the Old Testa- 
ment. The peculiar relation of the first 
three gospels to one another and to the 
fourth invited criticism to the gospels. 
In reference to the first three, Eichorn’s 
hypothesis of an Urevangelium, Gieseler’s 
of a common oral source, Schleiermacher’s 
of several written sources — these, with 
their permutations, limitations, and com- 
binations, shattered faith in the orthodox 
conception, partly of the genuineness, 
partly also of the trustworthiness, of the 
synoptics. In addition, the outer evidence 
for their genuineness was thought to be 
anything but satisfactory.” (The Finality 
of the Christian Religion, pp. 94-95-) 


Does this seem irrelevent and un- 
important for our modern age? If so, 
consider the fact that Spinoza’s sys- 
tem influenced the trends of theology 
and philosophy which developed in 
the large universities of Western Eu- 
rope through such men as Kant, Hegel, 
Schleiermacher, Strauss, Graf, Well- 
hausen and many others. The once 
great Christian nation of Germany — 
the Germany of saints and martyrs, 
of peerless Christian poets, musicians 
and artists — succumbed to the sweep- 
ing apostasy of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, which gripped 
the Protestant churches like a deadly 
plague. From there it spread to the 
educational centers of the British Isles 
and the United States. Spinoza’s in- 
fluence on Christian theology has been 
so evident that in the latter half of the 
past century Professor Henry B. Smith 
said, “The great alternative of our 
time is Christ or Spinoza.” 

Now multiply the influence of Spi- 
noza by literally thousands of the same 
type of false teachers who, at the 
present time, occupy top posts in lead- 
ing educational institutions all over 
the globe and you will begin to un- 
derstand why “‘justice standeth afar 
off — and truth is fallen in the street.” 
By deceptively creating the impression 
that they alone have enough ability 
to cope with such subjects as the 
political and social sciences, econo- 
mies, and the fine arts, these anti- 
christian teachers have been able to 
invade even our church-supported col- 
leges and universities, to the ever- 
lasting shame of trustees and parents 
who call themselves Christians. As a 
result of this intrusion, our young peo- 
ple have been indoctrinated with 
Marxian theories under the guise of 
political science. Constitutional gov- 
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ernment as the basis of a free society 
is ridiculed and debased by these in- 
truders; on the other hand, Socialism 
is exalted as the chief end and glory 
of mankind. 

Ancient Israel’s enemies have moved 
in on modern Israel. The remnants 
of Philistia, Canaan, Assyria, Edom 
and Amalek are with us yet; though 
they are minority groups in all na- 
tions, they remain as of old aggressive, 
domineering, possessive. Any country 
that permits them to rise to power 
loses its freedom and its soul. It has 
happened already to many countries 
in Europe and Asia, both large and 
small, It is happening here in America. 

The whole movement has developed 
now into a gigantic world-wide con- 
spiracy. Read Psalm 83 for the plan 
and a list of the peoples involved in it; 
there you will find the very same ene- 
mies which were absorbed in Jewry 
by intermarriage (Ezra 9-10 and Neh. 
13), and by conquest. The Psalmist 
pleads with God not to keep silent 
about this matter. “For, lo,” he says, 
“thine enemies make a tumult: and 
they that hate thee have lifted up the 
head. They have taken crafty counsel 
against thy people, and consulted 
against thy hidden ones. They have 
said, Come, and let us cut them off 
from being a nation.”” Unquestionably 
these “hidden ones”’ are the Christian 
branch of Israel who do not know they 
are Israel; they cannot be Jewry, for 
the Jews have always claimed to 
know their identity. 

It is the work of these conspirators 
which Isaiah describes in his tenth 
chapter. See how the Assyrian boasts 
of his victory over God’s people. 


“For he saith, By the strength of my 
hand I have done it, and by my wisdom; 
for I am prudent: and I have removed the 
bounds of the people, and I have robbed 
their treasures, and I have put down the 
inhabitants like a valiant man: and my 
hand hath found as a nest the riches of 
the people: and as one that gathereth eggs 
that are left, have I gathered all the earth; 
and there was none that moved the wing, 
or opened the mouth, or peeped.” (vv. 
13-14.) 


Now drop back to 1914 and review 
the steps by which the international 
plotters have carried out the villainy 
outlined in this prophecy. Using the 
military prowess of the Prussian ele- 
ment of Germany as a spearhead, these 
conspirators set out to destroy Chris- 
tian civilization. Step by step they re- 
moved the bounds of free nations, 


robbed them of their treasures and put 
down the inhabitants. Only Divine 
foreknowledge could have so accu- 
rately pictured the economic power of 
the shrewd Internationalists who have 
surreptitiously bankrupted all nations 
and now hold virtually all govern- 
ments at their mercy. Note the state- 
ment, “my hand hath found as a nest 
the riches of the people’’; this indicates 
that the plotters are in position to 
steal the resources of a country and 
use them to further their own schemes 
through manipulation of federal con- 
trols, trumped up emergencies and 
confiscatory taxation. “I have gath- 
ered all the earth”; thus the conspiracy 
is world-wide in scope. “There was . 
none that moved the wing, opened 
the mouth, or peeped”’; here is a per- 
fect description of the intimidation and 
fear which is so effectively silencing 
opposition in all nations, including 
our own. 

These destroyers, many of them 
holding high government positions, 
have stolen our resources and put 
them at the disposal of our enemies 
in Russia, China and elsewhere. The 
American taxpayer’s money is being 
used to bolster Communism and So- 
cialism all -over the world. When 
Congress was debating the question 
of giving Britain four billion dollars 
of so-called Marshall Plan aid, Wins- 
ton Churchill urged Washington of- 
ficials not to grant the request; he said 
it would be used to establish a So- 
cialist regime—and how right he 
was! ‘ 

As we have seen, it was Germany 
that became the center of international 
intrigue and supplied the military 
might for waging two devastating 
wars against Ephraim and Manasseh 
(Britain and the United States). What 
a price the German people have paid, 
and are still paying, for that defection 
from their glorious Reformation herit- 
age! So it is with all peoples who con- 
sort with Christ’s enemies after they 
have once known the way of upright- 
ness through His Gospel. 

New York City, Washington D. C., 
and Moscow are now the centers of 
world intrigue. It is here on the soil 
of our own beloved America that the 
United Nations Organization has been 
set up to abolish the sovereignty of 
this great Republic and make every 
citizen subservient to a super world 
government ruled by godless tyrants. 
How can we expect God to spare us 
from the tribulations of war abroad, 
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revolution at home, and economic 
ruin, when we are so reckless with our 
safety as to permit such a conspiracy 
right in our midst? Beware, also, when 
the international clique begins to build 
up an “indispensable’’ man with the 
idea of inveigling both Republicans 
and Democrats to nominate him for 
president. If this happens, the United 
States will be plunged headlong into 
a military dictatorship. 

Be assured that God will continue 
to flay us with the rod until we come 
to our senses. The tragedy is, however, 
that so many of our sons must perish 
before professing Christians discover 
the cause of our troubles. How many 
.more are yet to be sacrificed only 
God knows! Isaiah 10: 16—19 indicates 
that we shall be brought still lower 
into the valley of slaughter and despair 
before the day of God’s intervention. 

Nevertheless, the time will come 
when Manasseh and Ephraim will 
cry out to the Lord, “It is enough,” 
and call upon Him for deliverance. 
When that day comes, God will deal 
with the destroyers who imagine they 
are lords of the whole earth. When 
they have accomplished His purpose 
God declares that He will punish 
them for their arrogant boasting and 
“high looks.” Therefore, thus saith 
the Lord, the God of hosts: 

“© people of mine who dwell in Zion, 
be not afraid of Assyria, when he smites 
you with the rod, and lifts up his staff 
against you, as did the Egyptians! For in 
a very little while my fury shall cease, and 
my anger shall come to an end. Then shall 
the Lord of hosts brandish over him a 
scourge like that with which he smote 
Midian at the Rock of Oreb; and his staff 
that was over the sea shall he lift up against 
him, as he did against the Egyptians. And 
on that day shall his burden pass from your 
shoulder, and his yoke be removed from 
your neck.” (vv. 24-27, Smith and Good- 
speed Trans.) 

The important thing here is — 
What is this scourge that is to be 
brandished over the enemies of the 
Lord’s people? It is to be like the 
scourge which was used to smite the 
Midianites at Oreb and the Egyptians 
at the Red Sea. A review of these 
stories shows that Divine intervention 
is the scourge which subdues the enemy 
and saves Israel. Concerning Midian 
at Oreb, it is stated in Judges 7 that 
“the Midianites and the Amalekites 
and all the children of the east lay 
along in the valley like grasshoppers 
for multitude; and their camels were 
without number, as the sand by the 
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sea side for multitude.’ Gideon, of the 
tribe of Manasseh, was directed of the 
Lord to use strategy by which he 
routed the great host with three hun- 
dred men — and never lost a man. The 
clever use of trumpets, pitchers and 
lamps threw the enemy into such con- 
fusion that “‘all the host ran, and cried, 
and fled . . . and the Lord set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout all the host.” 

Doubtless everyone can recall how 
God intervened when the Israelites 
crossed the Red Sea. The waters 
parted to give Israel a safe passage; 
and then closed in fury over the pursu- 
ing Egyptian army. Another similar 
dramatic event occurred many years 
later when the Assyrian hordes sur- 
rounded Jerusalem in the days of 
King Hezekiah. As the Assyrians lay 
sleeping outside the city walls, waiting 
for morning light to make their at- 
tack, the Lord brandished over them a 
scourge. Let us read what happened: 


“Therefore thus says the Lord concern- 
ing the king of Assyria: ‘He shall not enter 
this city, or shoot an arrow there; neither 
shall he come before it with shield, or cast 
up a mound against it... . For I will 
defend and save this city for my own sake 
and for the sake of my servant David.’ 
Now that night the angel of the Lord went 
forth and slew in the camp of the Assyrians 
one hundred and eighty-five thousand; 
and when men rose early next morning, 
there were all of them, dead bodies.” 
(II Kings 19: 32-35, Smith and Goodspeed 
Trans.) 


What consternation and remorse 
await the. people of God when they 
realize that the bloodshed of these 
past forty years has been a needless 
sacrifice! Then we shall see that our 
bitter losses are the result of careless- 
ness and stupidity — of our refusal to 
repent and ask God to show us the 


way to peace and safety. At any mo- 
ment during these agonizing years of 
wars without and treason within, God 
would have brandished a scourge over 
our foes, if only we had known His 
Word and believed Him and called 
upon Him. “Oh that my people had 
hearkened unto me, and Israel had 
walked in my ways! I should soon 
have subdued their enemies, and 
turned my hand against their ad- 
versaries” (Psalm 81: 11-14). 

Besides the necessity of repenting 
and turning to God in wholehearted 
obedience, is there anything else we 
can do as individuals to help this 
present evil world? Two things come 
to mind. First, know the enemies of 
Christ; find out who they are and 
watch their trends; learn to recognize 
the anti-Christ spirit. Second, consider 
Isaiah’s statement that “the leaders 
of this people cause them to err.” 
Since this is the case, obviously we 
should throw out these faithless lead- 
ers — all of them — in both state and 
church. By clinging to petty party 
labels and loyalties in state affairs, 
and blind allegiance to denomina- 
tional programs in the church, good 
men and women have unwittingly 
promoted and financed the downfall 
of Christian civilization. When will 
we ever wake up and grow up? 

The hour is late, the night is far 
spent. Evil has progressed beyond 
human control. The job is too big for 
us. But it was to this very end that 
our Lord Jesus Christ “gave himself for 
our sins, that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world.” It is our blessed 
privilege to accept Him and His 
deliverance. It is our privilege to pray. 
At least we can let Him know that 
we are willing to help, for He may yet 
use us in cleansing the land, as He 
used Gideon at the Rock of Oreb. 
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The Great and Dreadful Day 


November 24, 1951 
TEP BY SsTEP the headlines are 
catching up with prophecy. All 
who followed the news and the 
observations of commentators during 
the closing weeks of 1951 knew that 
the human race faced some black and 
calamitous ordeal. Many small crises, 
all interwoven in the tangled world 
tribulation, gave evidence of fusing 
into the one supreme travail which the 
Biblical prophets foretold at the climax 
of the great day of Divine wrath and 
judgment. 

The flames of fanaticism leapt higher 
in the Middle East and North Africa. 
The problem of Germany remained 
unresolved. An American plane was 
again fired on in the Balkans and 
another shot down near the Siberian 
border. But underlying the whole fate- 
ful picture was the accelerating eco- 
nomic deterioration which threatened 
to topple and immobilize the Western 
alliance. 

This darkening panorama caught 
unawares only those who spurn the 
light of Biblical prophecy. At every 
stage the signposts of chronology have 
clarified world trends. Enlightened 
understanding has been possible for 
all who cared to study these factors 
and the overall Divine objective out- 
lined in the Scriptures. 

Again many developments link to 
the important 1948 dates marking 
establishment of the Zionist state and 
the beginning of Arab-Jewish war- 
fare. Other such links were charted 
last month in the article “Brink of the 
Inferno’? (Destiny for December 
1951). The inflammatory trends con- 
tinued as the cycles unfolded. 

Egypt seethed with news waves of 
anti-British feeling. Cries of “‘long live 
Russia” rang out as angry demonstra- 
tors swirled through Egyptian cities on 
October 23 demanding arms and revo- 
lution. This development foreshadow- 
ing sterner trials for Britain came 666 
days lunar after her recognition of 
Red China on January 5, 1950 (upper 
part of Chart II). 

The October 23 date was also 
marked by a 7 x 270 “travail of 
deliverance” measure extending from 
the August 20, 1946 Yugoslav crisis 
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and by a 6 x 286 cycle measured from 
February 10, 1947 when peace treaties 
with former German satellites were 
signed. Underscoring the ominous sig- 
nificance of these time-measures was 
a warning of America’s vulnerability 
to several types of germ warfare. The 
Army’s top biological warfare expert, 
Brigadier General William H. Creasy, 
declared that the possibilities of spread- 
ing infectious disease germs through 
the air must not be belittled. 

Seizure of the village of Steinstuecken 
by East German police on October 18 
was noted last month. The Com- 
munists, under stiff Western pressure, 
yielded the disputed village on the 
October 23 terminal. 

The Korean truce talks, suspended 
since late August, were reopened on 
October 25 after liaison officers agreed 
on a new site outside the village of 
Panmunjom. Meanwhile, Mao Tze- 
tung, the Chinese Communist leader, 
predicted early Communist efforts to 
bring about Arab liberation. New 
and more frequent outbreaks of vio- 
lence in Iran and French Morocco 
soon confirmed this prediction. 

October 25 fell on the third day 
made perfect of the three measures 
marking October 23 (top of Chart II). 
In addition, October 25 was 420 days 
solar plus two before December 26, 
1952. As noted, the 1952 terminal will 
be 2520 days solar after December 26, 
1945 when the Moscow Conference 
closed. 

The Israelis on October 26 told UN 
conciliators that they would not nego- 
tiate unless the Arab states reaffirmed 
all obligations under the Palestine 
armistice convention and the United 
Nations charter. This development, 
foreshadowing the subsequent final 
collapse of the UN commission’s con- 
ciliation efforts, came precisely 1260 
days after the Jewish state was pro- 
claimed on May 14, 1948 (top of 
Chart I). 

The Communist truce team on Oc- 
tober 26 dropped its demand that the 
demarcation line be the 38th Parallel. 
This major concession lifted the talks 
out of the political arena and permitted 
the delegates tonegotiate upon the basis 
of the prevailing military situation. 


October 28 was particularly marked 
in the pattern of Middle Eastern 
developments. It brought the Egyptian 
note which formally demanded that 
British troops leave the Canal Zone 
and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan and 
accused British troops of “‘aggression”’ 
against Egypt. On the same day the 
Egyptian State Council approved the 
general mobilization of manpower and 
the drafting of all Egyptians between 
18 and 50 “in case of war or threat of 
war.”? Meanwhile, the Western Pow- 
ers invited the Israelis to submit their 
ideas on the projected Middle East 
Defense Command. 

Chronological data on the center 
of Chart I shows that October 28 was 
1290 days after the special Palestine 
session of the UN Assembly convened 
on April 16, 1948. It was also 1260 
days after May 16, 1948 when the 
Jews appealed to the UN against 
Egyptian aggression. From October 28 
it will be 1040 plus 10 x 153 days to 
November 10-11, 1958 which closes a 
forty-year generation after the 1918 
Armistice. 

The chart notes two terminals of 
the 1040 cycle extending from Decem- 
ber 7, 1948. On the October 13 mean 
date the Western Powers invited Egypt 
to enter the Middle Eastern defense 
alliance. Egypt spurned the bid. Then, 
on the cycle’s October 28 solar ter- 
minal, the Western Powers approached 
the Israelis. 

Rioting Iranian Reds on November 
2 demanded that Iran seize the British- 
controlled island of Bahrein and its 
American oil installations. So active 
were the Iranian Communists becom- 
ing that the alarmed Shah was re- 
portedly planning all-out war against 
the underground Red Tudeh party. 

In Egypt, the British flew a brigade 
from Libya to strengthen their Canal 
Zone garrison. Significantly, this came 
just 666 days after Britain recognized 
Red China on January 5, 1950. As 
Chart II notes, the November 2 ter- 
minal was also 420 days before De- 
cember 26, 1952 and 286 days before 
August 14, 1952 which will fall 2520 
days solar after the Japanese surren- 
dered in 1945. 

The British, girding for action, evac- 
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uated 1000 women and children from 
the Canal Zone on November 3. This 
was 1040 days after December 28, 
1948 when the British proposal for 
ending the Negeb warfare between 
Arabs and Jews was presented to the 
UN. The 1948 terminal was 9 x 1260 
days after the British entered Jerusalem 
on December 11, 1917 (lower half of 
Chart I). 

The three Western Powers on No- 
vember 5 handed the problem of 
unifying Germany over to the UN 
General Assembly. Identical notes re- 
quested the appointment of UN-super- 
vised commissions to consider “gen- 
uinely free” elections in West and 
East Germany. Meanwhile, the Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister declared that 
Egypt would join no Middle East 
defense pact until British troops left 
the country. In another danger spot, 
the Premier of Kashmir demanded 








that Pakistan withdraw its troops from 
Kashmir and urged the UN to insure 
that the withdrawal was carried out. 
These developments, symptomatic of 
intensifying tribulation, came on the 
lunar terminal of 1260 days after the 
June 11, 1948 Palestine truce (not 
charted). 

The British on November 6 in- 
formed Egypt that they would stay 
in the Canal Zone and the Sudan. 
The curt note charged the Egyptians 
with violating the UN charter by 
scrapping the 1936 treaty with Great 
Britain and declared the action threat- 
ened to destroy the whole framework 
of international relations. The date 
was 286 days lunar before August 14, 
1952 (center of Chart IT). 

The Western Big Three on No- 
vember 7 revealed details of a 
grandiose new disarmament project. 
This was 7 x 286 days after efforts to

draft World War II peace terms col- 
lapsed on May 15, 1946 (not charted). 
The time-measure signifying “human 
error perfected” appropriately marks 
this propaganda project, futile at best. 
A nation at war, as Russia considers 
herself, will not disarm. 

The three-day period of November 
8-10 brought several outstanding pre- 
monitory developments. The para- 
mount chronological fact here is that 
these three days fell 2520 days solar 
before November 10-11, 1958. In the 
recent article ““Through Judgment To 
Restoration” * it was pointed out that 
the 1958 date, forty years after the 
1918 Armistice, relates particularly to 
the ultimate demolition of false world 
systems based upon Gentile-Babylonian 
concepts. The events of November 
8-10, 1951 clearly foreshadow the in- 
tensifying world travail which is to 
accomplish this declared Divine ob- 
jective. 

Russia’s scornful rejection of the 
Big Three plan for disarmament came 
on November 8. After ridiculing the 
Western project in a bitter diatribe, 
the Soviet delegate once more trotted 
out the threadbare Russian scheme 
for a disarmament conference and a 
Big Five meeting in which Red China 
would participate. As always, the aim 
of Soviet disarmament proposals is 
to weaken and confuse the enemy. 

The Korean struggle grew grimmer 
as the Communists threw in record 
numbers of Russian-made jet planes, 
heavy tanks, self-propelled guns and 
rocket artillery. And in Paris the 
secretary-general to the Arab League 
declared that the Arab world was 
unanimously opposed to the Middle 
Eastern defense pact proposed by the 
Western Powers. 

These November 8 developments, 
which fell 2520 days solar plus two 
before November 10, 1958, were also 
marked by the lunar terminal of 420 
days before December 26, 1952 (Chart 
IT). 

The Western Big Three and Turkey 
on November 10 announced forma- 
tion of the Middle East Defense Com- 
mand. Proclaiming Middle Eastern 
defense vital to the free world, the four 
Powers promised all possible assistance 
to regional states which were willing to 
join the Command.

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Also on November 10, a report from 
the UN truce supervisor in Palestine 
revealed failure of efforts to end the 
dispute between Syria and the Israelis 
over control of the demilitarized bor- 
der zone. The Jews had even refused 
to discuss the issue in the mixed armis- 
tice commission. In another UN de- 
velopment, the Assembly’s steering 
committee barred consideration of 
Chinese Communist membership at 
the current Assembly session. Note at 
the bottom of Chart I that this move 
came 286 days lunar after the UN on 
February 1, 1951 branded Red China 
an aggressor. As indicated previously, 
the November 10 date was also 2520 
days solar before November 10-11, 
1958. 

The November 8-10, 1951 period 
also climaxed an electrifying natural 
phenomenon in which eight meteors 
fell in the Southwestern United States 
over a span of thirteen days. Dr. Lin- 
coln La Paz, head of the Institute of 
Meteoritics at the University of New 
Mexico, described the display as “‘the 
most remarkable concentration of 
meteor-like objects reported in his- 
toric times.” This forewarned of the 
awesome natural upheavals which the 
prophets declare will come at the 
climax of the great day of Divine 
wrath. Meteors will also play their 
part when the armies of Gog are 
destroyed in the valley of decision. 

The highest religious authority of 
the Moslem world on November 11 
proclaimed a jihad or holy war 
against the British. This event of warn- 
ing came 7 x 120 days solar before 
March 12, 1954. The latter terminal 
will close a solar 2520-day period of 
trial after proclamation of the Truman 
Doctrine on March 12, 1947 brought 
the United States actively into the war 
against Communism. (Refer to the 
article, “Light Amid Confusion,” this 
issue.) The chronological data mark- 
ing November 11, 195! is on the inset 
at the bottom of Chart II. 

Plans for a January meeting of 
President Truman and British Prime 
Minister Churchill were also revealed 
on November 11. 

The United States on November 12 
called upon Russia to fulfill her war- 
time pledge of freedom and inde- 
pendence for Austria. This was 666 
days solar after British recognition of 
Red China on January 5, 1950 (bot- 
tom of Chart IT). 

Efforts of Washington mediators to 
end the Iranian oil dispute collapsed 
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in failure on November 13. The date 
fell a solar “tribulation” period of 
1260 days after proclamation of the 
Jewish Zionist state on May 14, 1948 
(near top of Chart I). November 13 
was also 880 days after the Big Four 
Foreign Ministers reached a limited ac- 
cord on Germany on June 16, 1949. The 
latter date was 9 x 1260 days lunar 
after the November 1918 Armistice. 
Meanwhile, faltering European 
economies confronted the North At- 
lantic Command with a profound 
crisis in its efforts to form an adequate 
defensive army. It was hinted, follow- 
ing General Eisenhower’s early-No- 
vember visit to Washington, that 


plans had been drastically scaled 
down in view of the lagging European 
rearmament effort. On November 13, 
top American officials in Europe met 
in Paris to seek some way of equipping 
a North Atlantic army without wreck- 
ing the economies of the United 
States and her European allies. 

The threat to NATO was tersely 
described in these words by the 
columnist Sylvia Porter: 


“The alliance of Western Europe is 
tottering. The North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, the bloc of Western nations 
upon which we base much of our hope 
for defense and peace, is in real danger of 
collapse.” 
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Everywhere the picture is one of 
world-wide plunge toward disaster. 

The United States was shocked and 
incensed on November 14 when the 
Allied High Command charged the 
Communists with massacring at least 
5660 American war prisoners in 
Korea, along with thousands of other 
captives. The appalling story was 
more or less inadvertently revealed by 
an Eighth Army officer in Korea 
after the Washington Administration 
had contrived to keep it under cover 
for months. It is significant that the 
disclosure came just 286 days after 
February 1, 1951 when the UN be- 
latedly branded Red China an ag- 
gressor (near bottom of Chart I). 
November 14 was also 666 days solar 
plus two after British recognition of 
Red China (bottom of Chart II). 

Meanwhile, the United States and 
Yugoslavia signed a military aid 
agreement to speed delivery of Ameri- 
can heavy arms and modern equip- 
ment to Marshal Tito. The 286 
*“‘measure of human error” marking 
this development again suggests it 
may prove contrary to the best inter- 
ests of the United States. 

British troops battled Egyptian ter- 
rorists on November 15 while the 
Egyptian government announced it 
had sent missions abroad to procure 
arms. In Paris, Yugoslavia asked the 
UN to order off Soviet satellite divi- 
sions stationed along her frontiers and 
to restore calm in the Balkans. These 
developments came 2300 days solar 
after the UN charter was signed and 
1260 days solar after May 16, 1948 
when the Jews appealed to the UN 
against Egyptian invaders (upper half 
of Chart I). 

Collapse of another attempt to ar- 
range Arab-Israeli peace was reported 
on November 16, a date 1290 days 
solar after the April 16, 1948 special 


UN session on Palestine (lower center 
of Chart I). On the same November 16 
terminal, Egypt challenged Britain to 
let the UN run the Sudan until a 
plebiscite could decide the territory’s 
future. 

Battling Communist-led students 
occupied Tehran University for sev- 
eral hours on November 18. Another 
bloody clash broke out in Egypt. 
Meanwhile, the Western Powers dis- 
closed details of their all-inclusive dis- 
armament resolution prepared for 
introduction in the UN. These events 
came 1040 days solar after December 
28, 1948 and 286 days solar after 
February 1, 1951 (near bottom of 
Chart I). 

November 20, a date 7 x 270 days 
solar after the Yugoslav crisis, brought 
another Balkan plane incident. Re- 
ports from Belgrade disclosed that a 
United States military plane was miss- 
ing after having been fired on by Com- 
munist Hungarian and Rumanian 
border guards (top of Chart IT). 

The Western Big Three on Novem- 
ber 22 agreed with Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer to end their postwar occupa- 
tions and accept West Germany as a 
free and equal member of the European 
community. This would be contingent 
upon Germany’s joining with Western 
Europe’s integrated armies and ac- 
cepting certain “‘emergency controls” 
until the peace of Europe was guaran- 
teed. This historic move came 6 x 286 
days after the proclamation of the 
Truman Doctrine (inset at bottom of 
Chart II). Again the time-cycle fac- 
tors are not propitious. 

Two developments on November 23 
notably tautened East-West relations. 
President Truman cancelled all trade 
concessions to Poland and the Soviet 
Union. On the same day it was dis- 
closed that the Soviets had shot down 
an American plane near the Siberian 


border. Significantly, these events 
came 7 x 120 days before the March 
12, 1954 date, which falls 2520 days 
solar after the United States entered 
the war against Communism (inset at 
bottom of Chart IT). 

Ominous and unmistakable are the 
patterns of deepening crisis traced by 
the unfolding time-measures. The im- 
minent disintegration of the Western 
alliance, the flaring unrest in the Mid- 
dle East, the confident truculence of 
Soviet activities, all combine to bring 
the Anglo-Saxon world to the very 
brink of the last dark abyss. They 
closed their ears to the voice of their 
Lord and King. They ignored all 
warnings that national waywardness 
would bring a day of reckoning. Now 
it is upon them. 


“For the great day of his wrath is come; 
and who shall be able to stand?” (Rev. 6: 
17.) 

What America and the British Com- 
monwealth would not learn voluntar- 
ily they must now learn by compul- 
sion. Nothing will stay the relentless 
sweep of events until, in peril of 
extinction, the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
at last bend in compliance to the will 
of their God. It is not enough to pay 
lip-service to the Creator; it is fatal to 
see in Christianity only a moral sys- 
tem for the individual. The great need 
is for the whole national life to be 
rebuilt in conformance with the 
Divine Constitution handed down at 
Mount Sinai. This will come once 
events have compelled a change of 
heart, a new spirit, within the Anglo- 
Saxon world. 

Outwardly the nations will soon 
seem engulfed in ultimate chaos. But 
Divine Power will resolve the turmoil 
and bring forth a new age of stability 
and righteousness.

Paris: Czechoslovakia’s Dr. 

scorned the western disarmament formula in a Political 

Com. speech, said the West was “drowning with words” 

the Soviet emphasis on outlawing atomic weapons and 

cutting other armaments. 

Turmoil, with confused people and perplexed leaders, 
aptly describes world conditions as the tension heightens. 
The over-all pattern of approaching crisis is clearly evident, 
yet we continue to see a marking of time on many fronts 
as though final decisions were being withheld awaiting 
developments in other centers.

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In the Day of His Power 


PERUSAL of history reveals the 
A lamentable want of success on 
the part of men in the ad- 
ministration of equity under law. Even 
where honest endeavors have been 
made to establish justice human frail- 
ties ultimately mar the attainment of 
perfection. The results of these failures 
have been manifested in maladminis- 
tration, with hardship, poverty and 
suffering bringing affliction to the 
majority of people in every nation. 
From time to time men of goodwill 
have sought ways and means to allevi- 
ate these distressing conditions and 
although temporary remedies, limited 
in scope, have been found, they have 
been only comparable to the ripples 
caused by a pebble tossed into a lake 
which quickly spend their meagre 
force as the surface of the water returns 
to its former state. The only nations in 
which there has been a semblance of 
justice have been those countries where 
the common law, the basic principles 
of which stem from the Divine law 
given to Israel at Mount Sinai, has 
been the law of the land. 


Vain Hopes 


Throughout the ages men have been 
writing peace treaties and nations 
have formed many leagues designed 
to outlaw war. A generation ago the 
hope of the world for the establishment 
of lasting peace was centered in the 
Hague Conference for the arbitration 
of all disputes between nations. This 
appeared to be a triumph in human 
planning, but its impotency was made 
manifest as the result of World War I. 
Following the Armistice of 1918 the 
League of Nations, offering a new 
formula to abolish war, undertook to 
accomplish the establishment of per- 
manent peace, but this also proved a 
failure, with World War II dem- 
onstrating the inability of the nations 
to end armed conflict through media- 
tion. With the close of World War II 
the United Nations came into being 
and now the peoples of the world are 
putting their trust, and their hope for 
peace, in the efforts of nations to reach 
united agreement in an organization 
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whose members do not even trust one 
another. 

Just as the Hague Conference was 
wrecked on the rock of World War I 
and the League of Nations on that of 
World War II, so the United Nations 
organization will be completely de- 
stroyed by World War III. All these 
efforts have not and will not avail in 
establishing world peace and the desire 
of all nations will not come through 
humanly-devised agreements and 
leagues. At this very moment, as men 
and women frantically look to the 
United Nations to prevent World War 
III, an armaments race is on with the 
deadliest of all weapons, the atomic 
and hydrogen bombs, being prepared 
for use in the coming conflict. 


Pattern of Turmoil 


Armed clashes in the Far East, 
trouble fermenting in the Middle East, 
the strain of an uneasy truce between 
the forces of the East and the West 
among the Western powers — all this 
has established a pattern of turmoil 
that makes the talk of peace and dis- 
armament unreal. Instead of pre- 
venting conflict, men have increased 
the lethal deadliness of their weapons 
of destruction. Instead of bringing in 
an era of peace, nations have suc- 
ceeded in making war in modern 
times a thousand times more destruc- 
tive than the conflicts of the past. In 
spite of the United Nations and all the 
conferences sponsored by peace-loving 
peoples, the world is plunging head- 
long toward the destructiveness of an 
all-out war of annihilation in which 
the population of entire cities, and 
perhaps of whole countries, may be 
wiped out in the matter of minutes. 

This is the heritage of a civilization 
that is bereft of schemes by which it 
may seek to solve the age-old problem 
of ever-recurring wars. Covetousness, 
greed and the inordinate ambitions 
of men have brought the world to the 
brink of destruction. Humanly speak- 
ing the hope of deliverance is vain, 
for men of violence have seized power 
and they are determined to dominate 
the world — by force if necessary. The 


United Nations, purportedly organ- 
ized to bring about world peace, is 
helpless to accomplish such an objec- 
tive since violent men in control in its 
councils are able to disrupt any move 
made that would interfere with their 
ambitions. Thus, the world faces the 
greatest crisis in its history and the 
human race has reached an impasse. 
The issue is clear-cut: will it be world- 
wide destruction or peace. There is 
no other alternative. 


A Plan 


Is there no hope? Indeed there is 
hope, for the solution of this otherwise 
insurmountable problem is to be found 
in the plan by which world peace will 
be established upon a foundation that 
will be strong and secure. For many 
centuries men have been in possession 
of the blueprint by which the terms 
of lasting peace are made known, but 
unfortunately they have refused to 
consider that plan practical. 

The plan itself was revealed when 
at Mount Sinai the Kingdom of heaven 
was established upon the earth and the 
laws of that Kingdom —the com- 
mandments, statutes and judgments 
of the Lord — were given to the peo- 
ple of the Kingdom to be adminis- 
tered as the law of their land. Through 
Moses the people were instructed as 
follows: 


‘And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt 
hearken diligently unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to observe and to do all his 
commandments which I command thee 
this day, that the Lord thy God will set 
thee on high above all nations of the earth: 
and all these blessings shall come on thee, 
and overtake thee, if thou shalt hearken 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God.” 
(Deut. 28: 1-2.) 


The Fruits of Peace 


Then follows a long list of blessings 
which are the fruits of peace, the pos- 
session of which, however, is contingent 
upon the administration of the Law of 
the Lord, obeying its commandments, 
statutes and judgments. Apart from 
obedience to these laws there cannot 
be peace. Although God’s people failed 
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to keep the requirements of the law, 
with the result that universal peace 
was not established, nevertheless, in 
the providence of God a day is coming 
when, in the great restoration, peace 
will be established throughout the 
whole earth. 


Prophet Like Moses 


Moses was especially selected and 
schooled by God to become an ad- 
ministrator and judge in Israel when 
the Kingdom was organized at Mount 
Sinai and Moses himself prophesied 
that, when the time of restoration 
comes, special leadership will then 
be furnished by one, like himself, who 
will administer the Law of the Lord 
and judge the people in righteousness: 


“The Lord thy God will raise up unto 
thee a Prophet from the midst of thee, 
of thy brethren, like unto me; unto him 
ye shall hearken; According to all that 
thou desiredst of the Lord thy God in 
Horeb in the day of the assembly, saying, 
Let me not hear again the voice of the 
Lord my God, neither let me see this 
great fire any more, that I die not. And 
the Lord said unto me, They have well 
spoken that which they have spoken. I 
will raise them up a Prophet from among 
their brethren, like unto thee, and will 
put my words in his mouth; and he shall 
speak unto them all that I shall command 
him. And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever will not hearken unto my words 
which he shall speak in my name, I will 
require it of him.” (Deut. 18: 15-19.) 


Looking forward to the coming of 
this Great Leader and the ultimate 
establishment of peace under His be- 
nevolent rule, Isaiah prophesied: 


“For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of 
hosts will perform this.” (Isa. 9: 6-7.) 


Seat of His Government 


This Child was born in Bethlehem, 
Jesus the Christ, raised up, as Moses 
declared, according to the promise of 
God, from among their brethren, for 
He was of the House of David. The 
statement that there is to be no end to 
the increase (expansion) of His gov- 
ernment and peace indicates a process 
of development involved and this has 
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already covered many centuries. That 
there may be no mistaking the location 
of His government on the earth and 
the Kingdom over which He is to rule, 
the prophet declared that the Throne 
of David, wherever located, would be 
the seat of His government and the 
people of His Kingdom would be the 
House of Jacob set apart at Mount 
Sinai — the very Kingdom over which 
the Angel told Mary her son Jesus 
would reign forever. Isaiah stated fur- 
ther that when He comes to the Throne 
ruling over the Kingdom He will es- 
tablish judgment and justice from that 
day forward and forevermore. 

Jesus began His ministry as “the 
prophet like unto Moses” and spoke 
the words which God had put into 
His mouth, fulfilling all His Father’s 
commands. But the Jews dwelling in 
the land, among whom He came, re- 
jected Him and the curse pronounced 
by Moses came upon them, with 
centuries of suffering following for this 
people. Meantime, Jesus Christ, hav- 
ing ascended into heaven, is awaiting 
the day of His return when He will 
assume His great authority and rule. 
The Psalmist declared: 


“The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou 
at my right hand, until I make thine 
enemies thy footstool.” (Ps. 110: 1.) 


Righteous Rule 


That this refers to Jesus Christ is 
quite clear as Jesus Himself quotes this 
passage and applies it to Himself (see 
Matt. 22: 44). In vision John, on the 
Isle of Patmos, beheld the day of His 
Triumphant Return and, describing 
it, he said: 


“And I saw heaven opened, and behold 
a white horse; and he that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, and 
on his head were many crowns; and he 
had a name written, that no man knew, 
but he himself. And he was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood: and his name is 
called The Word of God. And the armies 
which were in heaven followed him upon 
white horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should smite 
the nations: and he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress 
of the fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God. And he hath on his vesture and on 
his thigh a name written, King of kings, 
and Lord of lords.” (Rev. 19: 11-16.) 


Isaiah describes the righteousness of 
His rule in the following prophecy: 


“And the spirit of the Lord shall rest 
upon him, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord; And shall make him of quick 
understanding in the fear of the Lord: 
and he shall not judge after the sight of his 
eyes, neither reprove after the hearing of 
his ears: But with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with equity 
for the meek of the earth: and he shall 
smite the earth with the rod of his mouth, 
and with the breath of his lips shall he slay 
the wicked.”’ (Isa. 11: 2-4.) 


Swift Judgment 


Under the iron-rod rule of our Lord 
it will be impossible for the criminally 
inclined to commit offenses. The 
prophet says, “He shall smite the 
earth with the rod of his mouth” and 
this aspect of our Lord’s character as 
King is not often dwelt upon. How- 
ever, in the inception of his reign par- 
ticularly, it will be imperative for Him 
to conduct His rule with a sceptre of 
iron in order to curb evil and lawless- 
ness, for He will, as the prophet says,. 
“reprove with equity for [in behalf of] 
the meek of the earth.” The Psalmist 
recognized the swiftness with which 
He will move against those who oppose 
his authority when he stated: 


“The Lord shall send the rod of thy 
strength out of Zion: rule thou in the midst 
of thine enemies.” (Ps. 110: 2.) 


Peter gave an example of the type 
of administration that would be in 
operation in the Kingdom Age in the: 
case of Ananias and his wife Sapphira. 
These two had entered into a conspir- 
acy to deceive the apostles regarding 
the value of certain property. Peter, 
knowing their thoughts, passed judg- 
ment upon them, with the result that 
both died for attempting to practice 
deception. The account states: 


“And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard these 
things.” (Acts 5: 11.) 


Curbing Evil 


In the inception of Kingdom rule 
there will be those who will believe it 
possible to deceive the rulers. But the 
immediate apprehension of would-be 


criminals and the swift execution of 


Divine judgment upon all who think 
to do evil will bring fear upon all 
others who might be tempted to fol- 
low their example. Under such a rod- 
of-iron rule the unrighteous in heart 


will curb any evil desires for fear of © 
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disobeying the law and suffering the 
consequences. 


JuStice Established 


We might despair of ever seeing 
righteousness established in the earth 
except that Jesus made a definite 
promise to His followers when He said: 


“Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness: for they shall 
be filled.” (Matt. 5: 6.) 


When Jesus Christ takes up the 
sceptre of His rule upon the earth 
those who have longed to see the ad- 
ministration of unqualified justice will 
have the desire of their hearts fulfilled. 
When He returns as King of kings 
and Lord of lords, the Psalmist de- 
clares: 


“Thy people shall be willing in the day 
of thy power.” (Ps. 110: 3.) 


What is meant by “the day of His 
power’? When the nations of this 
world come under the sovereignty of 
our Lord as King, John was shown in 
Revelation that this will be the day 
of His power. The twenty-four Elders 
are represented as saying at that time: 


“We give thee thanks, O Lord God 
Almighty, which art, and wast, and art to 
come; because thou hast taken to thee thy 
great power, and hast reigned. And the nations 
were angry, and thy wrath is come, and 
the time of the dead, that they should be 
judged, and that thou shouldest give re- 
ward unto thy servants the prophets, and 
to the saints; and them that fear thy name, 
small and great; and shouldest destroy 
them which destroy the earth.” (Rev. 11: 


17-18.) 

Daniel beheld in vision the establish- 
ment of the perfection of this Divine 
rule when He said: 


“T saw in the night visions, and, behold, 
one like the Son of man came with the 
clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient 
of days and they brought him near before 
him. And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, 
nations, and languages, should serve him: 
his dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his king- 
dom that which shall not be destroyed.” 
(Dan. 7: 13-14.) 

Isaiah’s description of the triumph 
of His sovereignty is graphically ren- 
dered by Ferrar Fenton (Isa. 9: 1-6) 
under the heading, ““God Promises His 
People Light and Liberty”’: 


“The Nation walking in darkness see a 
resplendent Light! 

Those shut in a land of shadows, — light 
has appeared to them! 
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You have increased the Nation! — 

Have You not increased its joy? 

They thank You, as with thanks at harvest, 
As they dance when dividing spoil! 


For the yoke it bore, and the shoulder 
beam, 

And the driver’s rod, You broke at the 
Judgment Day; 

When every Warrior’s striding boot 

And his garments rolled in gore, 

Were burnt in devouring fire. 


For a Son has been born, a Gift to us, — 

On His shoulder the Princedom rests, — 

The Wonderful Counsellor, call His name, 

Great Leader, Time’s Father, the Prince 
of Peace! 


Now endless Order and Peace shall spread, 

O’er David’s Kingdom and throne; 

To build and secure by Justice and Right, 

From now to eternal Time! 

This, the Power of the Lorp or Hosts will 
do!” 


Rulers in the Kingdom 


The ultimate rulers in His Kingdom, 
whom He will send out as administra- 
tors from the center of His govern- 
ment in Zion, are to be those who 
have overcome the world as set forth 
in Revelation: 


**And he that overcometh, and keepeth 
my works unto the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations: And he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron; as the vessels of a 
potter shall they be broken to shivers: 
even as I received of my Father. And I will 
give him the morning star. . . . To him 
that overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne, even as I also overcame, and 
am set down with my Father in his 
throne.” (Rev. 2: 26-28 & 3: 21.) 


It will be the Spirit-filled men and 
women who will qualify for these 
honors. Because it is out from among 
the people of God that those will be 
chosen who are to reign and rule in the 
Kingdom, Daniel said: 

“And the kingdom and dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom under the 
whole heaven, shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the most High, whose king- 
dom is an everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey him.” 
(Dan. 7: 27.) 

This is a most important declara- 
tion: 

“The statement, ‘shall be given to the 
peop'e of the saints of the most High,’ 
can be rendered literally, ‘But the right- 
eous ones of the holy ones of the most 
High shall receive the kingdom.’ This is 
important for the holy ones, or set-apart- 
ones, are Israel and, as we have already 
pointed out, the Kingdom is the House of 
Jacob over which Jesus Christ is to reign 


forever. Actually, the word ‘holy,’ as it is 
used in the Scriptures, simply means ‘set 
apart for service.’ The Israel peoples are 
holy to the Lord because the Israel race 
was called, chosen and set apart to serve 
Him and be used to accomplish His pur- 
pose. But rulership in that Kingdom is to 
be given only to the righteous ones among the 
holy ones who alone qualify for positions 
of authority and power in the Kingdom 
by virtue of having become ‘overcomers.’ 

“**He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he shall 
be my son.’ (Rev. 21: 7.) 

“Thus in the Old Testament as well as 
in the New we are informed that only the 
selected few will be given authority, power 
and the right to rule in the Kingdom and 
have supervision over the affairs of state. 
They are those of whom Paul was speaking 
when he said: 

** *Joint-heirs with Christ; if so be that 
we suffer with him, that we may be also 
glorified together. For I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us.’ (Rom. 8: 
17-18.)” (Study in Daniel,* pp. 189-190.) 


Special Blessing 


Preparatory to the time of His 
Triumphant Return to take over the 
Throne of His father David and reign 
in great power will be the induction 
into office of those who are to rule 
with Him in the restored Kingdom. 
It is of these righteous ones, out from 
among the holy ones, of whom the 
Angel was speaking when John was 
instructed: 


“Write, Blessed are they which are called 
unto the marriage supper of the Lamb. 
And he saith unto me, These are the true 
sayings of God.” (Rev. 19: 9.) 


All those who will qualify as over- 
comers will receive an invitation to 
attend the Marriage Supper and John 
was told by the Angel that they are 
called blessed, for they will inherit a 
place of authority and have power 
with Christ in His Kingdom. John 
refers to these overcomers, the right- 
eous ones who are selected from among 
both the living and the dead, who will 
make up His government, as a great 
company standing in Mount Zion: 


*““And I looked, and, lo, a Lamb stood 
on the mount Sion, and with him an hun- 
dred forty and four thousand, having his 
Father’s name written in their foreheads.” 
(Rev. 14: 1.)

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Light Amid Confusion 


W WOULD gainsay that the 
years since World War II ended 
in 1945 have been a period of un- 

paralleled turbulence and discord. It 
was generally recognized that Russia 
and the West were locked in a grim 
bitter contest to which the terms “‘cold 
war” or “twilight war” came to be 
applied. Yet because the insidious 
enemy used unorthodox tactics, states- 
men in the West continued to talk and 
plan as if conflict with the Communist 
bloc were still future. 

A recent article in U. S. News and 
World Report swept aside the confusion 
concerning the troubled years since 
1945. Entitled, “World War III, 
Russian Style, Is Here,” the article 
points out that Russia has already 
gained immense conquests through 
waging this war with the weapons of 
fifth column, revolution, assassination, 
purges and satellite wars. Meanwhile, 
the United States, groggy and moving 
toward an inflationary crack-up, is 
losing the war by default. 

The U. S. News and World Report 
declares: 


“World War III, the real war and not 
imaginary war, started in earnest on March 
12, 1947. 

“President Truman on that day pro- 
claimed the “Truman Doctrine,’ calling 
for U. S. effort to check the expansion of 
Communism. Before that day, Stalin had 
moved cautiously to expand his empire. 
He accepted the Truman Doctrine as a 
declaration of World War III and shaped 
his strategy accordingly.” 


From time to time, Destiny has 
presented chronological data stressing 
the importance of March 12, 1947. 
This material now takes on added 
significance when reviewed in the light 
of the above interpretation. To those 
who were watching, the chronological 
cycles constantly underscored the na- 
ture and gravity of the struggle. 

If March 12, 1947 be accepted as 
marking the U. S. declaration of war 
in World War III, it is noteworthy 
indeed to find that the date fell at the 
solar perfected terminal of 7 x 270 
days after December 8, 1941 which 
brought the first American declara- 
tion of war in World War II. The 
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cycle connoting “birth travail per- 
fected”’ fittingly links the two dates 
which intensified the throes that will 
lead to the dawn of a new era. 

Equally important is the solar 
“desolation” cycle of 1290 days sepa- 
rating March 12, 1947 from the Que- 
bec Conference which opened on 
August 11, 1943. It was at Quebec 
that President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill shaped strategy 
for speeding the end of World War II. 
However, hopes that the end of hos- 
tilities against the Axis would bring 
peace quickly crumbled as the shadow 
of Russian “‘desolation” fell across the 
world. 

March 12, 1947 also fell 420 days 
solar after January 10, 1946 which 
brought the first meeting of the UN 
Assembly, the organization men fondly 
expected would banish war from the 
earth. These hopes also were quickly 
blasted. The 420 cycle, one-sixth of 
2520, bears connotations of trial or 
tribulation through involvement in the 
human world order symbolized by the 
number 6. 

Examination of the cycles measured 
forward from March 12, 1947 yields 
further rewarding information on the 
manner in which the chronological 
patterns emphasize the import of 
events. Charts I and II are a compila- 
tion of material printed in Destiny 
from 1948 to the fall of 1951, along with 
notes pointing up how the unfolding 
cycles outlined Soviet strategy and 
often warned of approaching crises, 

The lunar terminal of 420 days 
after March 12, 1947 found Washing- 
ton policymakers dallying with plans 
to ship limited grants of lend-lease 
arms to the sixteen nations participat- 
ing in the European Recovery Pro- 
gram. Although Russia had already 
taken over Hungary and Czecho- 
slovakia, the United States was only 
beginning to limit exports of war- 
potential goods to the Soviet Union. 

The Russians periodically launched 
“‘peace offensives” designed to slow 
the American drive for rearmament by 
making it appear that the basic issues 
could be settled by negotiations rather 
than war. President Truman rebuffed 


one such Soviet move on the solar 
terminal of the 420-day cycle extend- 
ing from March 12, 1947. 

The 1948 battle for control of Berlin 
ended in a draw as the Allied airlift 
thwarted the Soviet scheme for forcing 
the Western Powers out by blockade. 
Talks in the Kremlin aimed at break- 
ing the deadlock proved futile and 
were terminated by the Allies on the 
lunar terminal of 2 x 286 days after 
March 12, 1947. On the mean ter- 
minal of this cycle the West rejected a 
Soviet offer to resume negotiations. 

Just as statesmen of an earlier 
decade shrugged aside the Hitler ob- 
jectives outlined in Mein Kampf, so 
neither words nor deeds of the militant 
Communists roused Western leaders 
to the gravity of the Soviet threat. 
During an October 12, 1948 UN de- 
bate on disarmament, the Russian 
delegate Andrei Vishinsky openly 
declared that the Kremlin was waging 
global conflict against “the lying, 
persecuting and backward capitalist 
nations.” The West failed to revise its 
policy accordingly. This date was the 
solar terminal of 2 x 286 days after 
March 12, 1947. 

Each terminal of the 666 eycle ex- 
tending from March 12, 1947 brought 
noteworthy developments. On its lunar 
date the Soviets intensified their cam- 
paign against religious opposition by 
arresting Cardinal Mindszenty in 
Hungary. Egypt, a country closely 
allied in the Scriptures with the 
human world order (numerically sym- 
bolized by 6 or 66 or 666), agreed on 
the mean terminal of the cycle to enter 
direct armistice negotiations with the 
Jews. 

The West’s first concrete action 
aimed at breaking the Berlin deadlock 
was a counter-blockade against the 
Soviet Berlin sector imposed on the 
solar perfected terminal of 666 days 
after March 12, 1947. Eventually new 
talks resulted in an agreement ending 
the blockade. Berlin and Germany 
remained a “pressure front” in the 
struggle as the Communists employed 
propaganda and persistent harassment 
in their campaign to control all 
Germany. 
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While the Allies fumbled with the 
German problem, the Communists 
conquered China. The article “Drift 
to Disaster” in Destiny for March 


1949 (pp. 93-96) assessed these de- 
velopments in the following words: 


“The West was too slow in comprehend- 
ing the magnitude of the Communist 
menace. Its countermeasures are gradually 
proving inadequate.” 

The mean and solar terminals of 
7 x 120 days after March 12, 1947 
marked two outstanding events of 
warning. Withdrawal of American 
forces from South Korea on June 29, 
1949 invited the North Korean attack 
which, a year later, touched off the 
Korean war. Then, on the solar 
terminal of the 7 x 120 cycle, President 
Truman ordered the Treasury to 
begin deficit financing. In the article 
titled “‘Economic Desolation’ (Des- 
Tiny for September 1949, pp. 315- 
317) it was stated: 


“Note particularly the significance of 
the ‘perfected warning’ cycle extending 
from March 12, 1947. President Truman 
on that date affirmed American deter- 
mination to contain the spread of Com- 
munism, but the weakened fiscal position 
to which Mr. Truman’s policies are lead- 
ing will make attainment of that goal 


Now, two years after those words 
were written, the adverse effect of 
sagging economies upon the West’s 
rearmament effort is glaringly evident. 
In his November 14, 1951 column, 
Mark Sullivan asked: 


“Is it practicable for the United States 
to meet the demands of more war material 
in Korea, in Western Europe, and for 
prudent protection of the United States 
internally? Associated with this is the 
question whether we can meet the de- 
mands for financial and economic aid to 
which we are committed or which are 
expected of us by countries in the free 
world.” 


And the U. S§. News and World 
Report declared, in the article cited 
previously, ““That’s as the Communist 
strategists plan it — inflation and bust 
for U.S. before the big coup.” 

The 1040 cycle extending from 
March 12, 1947 found the United 
States more clearly aware of the omi- 
nous trend of Soviet strategy as it 
moved toward fruition. American offi- 
cials had become sufficiently alarmed 
over Communist progress in the Far 
East to begin shaping a “Little 
Marshall Plan” as a means of bolster- 
ing the economies of threatened Asia- 
tic nations. Then, on the solar ter- 
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Talks on Berlin Blockade 
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This pattern froma July 1949 Chart 
shows the U.S. still toying with half- 
measures against the militant activit- 
ies of the Soviet Union. 


“All is fair in War,” the Soviet Vish- 
insky declared on the solar terminal 
of this 2 x 286 cycle. “We use illegal 
methods against illegal acts.” 

The West, blind to the significance of 
these words, continued its policy of 
wavering improvisation. 


Secretary Louis A. Johnson told the 
American people that an attack from 
the opposite hemisphere could come 
“without warning and with unpre- 
dictable fury.” 

In commenting upon this, the ar- 
ticle “Valley of Judgment” in Dess- 
Tiny for April 1950 (pp. 124-126) 
stated: 

“Held at bay in Europe, the Soviets 
have burst forth rampantly in Asia and 
have stepped up armament production 
until the possibility of a crippling blitz 
alarms American leaders.” 

The conflict intensified markedly at 
the terminal of a 1260-day “tribula- 
tion” cycle. The mean date found 
Western Germany demanding more 
Allied troops as protection against 
mounting Soviet strength in the east. 
On the third day made perfect (Au- 
gust 25, 1950) a National Congress 
convened in East Germany to plan a 
new campaign aimed at softening 
West Germany for Communist con- 
quest. On the same date, Communist 
China’s intervention in the Korean 
war was foreshadowed by a report 
that its armies were massing on the 
Manchurian border. 

The United States moved closer to 
a war economy on the solar 1260-day 
terminal as it appointed an arms. pro- 
duction chief. The Western Big Three, 
concerned over Russia’s preponderant 
armed strength, met on the third day 
made perfect to consider, among 
other problems, German participation 
in Western defense. 

Downing of a Soviet bomber in 
Korea on September 3, 1950 con- 
firmed Russia’s close involvement in 
the hostilities. On the same day the 
United States speeded aid for the 
hard-pressed French forces in Indo- 
China. Later in the month, Foreign 
and Defense Ministers of the Big 
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Three held extraordinary sessions in 
New York. These developments came 
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Mounting concern over the Soviet 
threat is evidenced here, yet no force- 
ful counter-strategy was forthcoming. 


confirmed Chinese Communist inter- 
vention in Korea. 

Prosecution of the Korean war was 
hamstrung by political directives and 
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lukewarm participation of most UN 
members. In June 1951, Western 
leaders snapped at a hint that the 
Soviets might agree to truce talks. Ar- 
rangements were completed on July 5, 
1951, which fell 1600 days lunar after 
March 12, 1947. 

The Middle Eastern crisis de- 
veloped swiftly while the Korean 
truce talks dragged on. This trend was 
portended on the July 5 terminal by 
Iran’s rejection of the World Court 
request that operations at the Abadan 
refinery continue until the dispute 
could be settled. 

The perfected solar terminal of 1600 
days after March 12, 1947 found the 
Communists suspending the pro- 
tracted and frequently-stalled truce 
talks in Korea. Meanwhile, Red China 
had warned Japan against ratifying 
peace with the West unless Russia and 
Communist China participated in 
framing the treaty. 

A review of the material summar- 
ized on Charts I and II will show that 
those who followed events in the light 
of the unfolding chronological cycles 
gained a clear concept of the trend and 
significance of the struggle. There is no 
confusion when the daily headlines are 
read and interpreted in accord with 
the Divine design delineated in the 
pages of the Bible. 

Chart III carries the chronological 
pattern on into 1952 as it notes several 
important dates marked by cycles ex- 
tending from March 12, 1947. With 
the most savage and fateful phase of 
the conflict at hand, these 1952 dates 
will bear close attention from all who 
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Communists foreshadowed the Middle Eastern crisis 
Wanting to Japan, a6 2 which soon erupted. 


was meanwhile doing nothing to counter 
other Soviet propaganda and pressure 
campaigns that were shortly to yield the 
Reds immense dividends. 





Communist successes triggered both of 
these developments charted in January 
1951. The first was hastened by French 
reversals in Indo-China. The second 
confirmed Chinese Communist interven- 
tion in Korea.

are expectantly watching the world 
drama. 

First noted on Chart III is January 
21, 1952, which will be 2 x 888 days 
after March 12, 1947. The interval 
involved (1776 days) is also equal to 
1600 plus 2 x 88 days. The second 
time measure will apply if the develop- 
ments reflect “divine judgment”’ more 
strongly than “divine intermediation.” 

The third day made perfect of the 
1600 plus 2 x 88 cycle falls on January 
23. This date is linked to the Middle 
Eastern pattern since it will also be 
1600 days solar after India received 
its independence on August 14, 1947. 

May 14, 1952 will terminate a cycle 
of 7 x 270 days extending from March 
12, 1947. It ties into the pattern as 
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shown at the top of Chart III, linking 
through a 420 solar cycle to July 14, 
1953, which will be 2520 days after 
the August 20, 1946 Yugoslav crisis. 

Note particularly the chronological 
significance of May 20, 1952 which 
falls 420 days before July 14, 1953. It 
will terminate a 2520-day period of 
trial or probation after the UN 
charter was signed on June 26, 1945. 
In addition, May 20, 1952 will be 9 x 
1335 days after the Versailles Treaty, 
under the provisions of which the 
League of Nations came into existence, 
was signed on June 28, 1919. The 
number 9g signifies finality or judg- 
ment. The 1335 factor, as Mr. J. B. 
Nicklin has pointed out, is also a 
number of judgment when applied to 
nations outside the Israel group. The 
2520 and g x 1335 cycles terminating 
on May 20, 1952 mark the date as 
crucial in unfolding judgment upon 
blind and obstinate peoples who per- 
sist in seeking peace apart from the 
King of kings and His Divine con- 
stitution. 

A cycle of-1260 plus 666 days marks 
June 19, 1952. This date will also be 
2520 days after the British Labor 
Party was elected to office on July 26, 
1945. It also falls 2300 days solar plus 
two before November 10-11, 1958 
which closes the forty-year generation 
that began at the 1918 Armistice. 

Finally, Chart III notes July 19, 
1952, which will be 1290 plus 666 days 
after March 12, 1947. 

Once the grim climactic phase of 
World War III begins, once the 
Soviets commit their own forces, all 


confusion will be dispelled. Every 
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citizen will then understand the peril 
confronting the nation. In the mean- 
time, Russia will continue to make 
gains with the tactics she has used so 
successfully during the past five years. 

As Marguerite Higgins wrote re- 
cently: 

“The unorthodoxy of the struggle is its 
chief value to the Soviet side. The ad- 


vantage will remain theirs so long as the 
free world does not realize that this is a 
final conflict. As the Reds say frankly, 
but only to their own people, the conflict 
continues until either their side or ours 
wins final predominance in the world.” 


Those who understand Biblical 
prophecy know what the outcome is to 
be. Alerted through following the un- 


folding patterns of chronology, they 
have understood the nature of the 
struggle and have been forewarned of 
the momentous events now close at 
hand. Painstaking attention to the 
time-cycles will be rewarded indeed as 
the mighty drama of the ages sweeps 
to its climax.

Special Reward 


It is unfortunate that today few 
church members are aware of the 
need to strive so that they may each 
qualify as one counted worthy of being 
selected to enter the Marriage Sup- 
per with our Lord at His coming. 
Throughout the Christian dispensa- 
tion the Gospel of Salvation has been 
preached, assuring all who will accept 
Jesus Christ as their personal Saviour 
of eternal life and citizenship in His 
Kingdom. But beyond obtaining these 
blessings is the special reward of ruler- 
ship in His Kingdom for those qualified 
to be numbered among its adminis- 
trators and this is not so readily under- 
stood. Paul was well aware of this 
higher calling and while, through 
faith in Jesus Christ, he knew he was 
assured of eternal life, yet he said: 


“But I keep under my body, and bring 
it into subjection: lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.” (I Cor. g: 27.) 


Orderly Process 


There is a great deal of confusion 
in the minds of many regarding the 
coming of the Lord. Much of this un- 
certainty stems from a lack of under- 
standing of the order of events leading 
up to His Triumphant Return in 
power as King. He came the first 
time as Prophet, Priest and Teacher 
and He suffered and died to redeem 
His people and open the way for the 
remission of sins. On the third day 
He arose from the grave and after- 
ward He ascended into heaven. Later 
Peter declared of Him: 


“Whom the heaven must receive until 
the times of restitution of all things, which 
God hath spoken by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets since the world began.” 
(Acts 3: 21.) 
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Peter then confirmed the fact that 
Jesus Christ was the Prophet of whom 
Moses was speaking and that those who 
would not give heed to His words 
would be destroyed from among His 
people. 

Timing Marriage Supper 

The Marriage Supper itself precedes 
His Triumphant Return as King. His 
appearance there as the Bridegroom 
meeting his friends is a prior aspect 
of His coming and is not the Tri- 
umphant Return, for that does not 
take place until after the consumma- 
tion of the Marriage Supper when He 
returns to claim His bride — that is, 
His Kingdom. The resurrection itself 
will have then become a reality, at 
least as it concerns those who, from 
among the dead, qualify for entrance 
with those translated from among the 
living into the Marriage Supper. 

While the Marriage Supper is in 
progress turmoil and chaos will in- 
creasingly afflict the inhabitants of 


the earth, who will not find relief 


from intolerable conditions until the 
coming of Him who will return tri- 
umphantly to earth at the close of the 
Marriage Supper. At that time He 
will take His great authority and power 
and reign over the Israel of God for- 
ever. In the day of His power those 
who were invited to the Marriage Sup- 
per will have taken their assigned 
positions in the administration of the 
affairs of His Kingdom. Then equity, 
justice and peace will be established, 


bringing about the fulfillment of the 
promise that all who hunger and thirst 
after righteousness will be fully satis- 
fied. 


The World’s Hope 


Thus, the hope of the world lies in 
the restoration of the administration of 
the Law of the Lord in His Kingdom, 
through which means peace will come. 
But this will not be assured to all na- 
tions until all the foes of righteousness 
have been defeated by Him who is 
coming so that men may enjoy the 
labor of their hands, free from the 
fear of evil aggression and tyranny. 
In vision John witnessed His coming 
and declared He is called: 

“Faithful and True, and in righteousness 
he doth judge and make war.” (Rev. 
19: I1.) 

In the destruction of all who have 
destroyed the earth His right as King 
of kings and Lord of lords will have 
been fully established and under His 
benevolent rule as Prince of Peace 
the world will enter into a millennium 
of rest from turmoil and strife, with a 
knowledge and understanding of the 
Law of the Lord bringing to all the 
full enjoyment of the fruits of right- 
eousness. This is the formula for peace 
expressed through Isaiah (Isa. 32: 
17-18): “The work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of right- 
eousness quietness and assurance for 
ever. And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places.”

CHAPTER XXIII

_ Building in Troublous Times 


Opposition to this undertaking arose from the enemies 
of the Jews, but the work was distributed among the people, 
each one being assigned a specific task in the building. 
When Sanballat and Tobiah saw that the walls of the city 
were actually being built, they were enraged and as the 
work progressed they conspired to make war on Jerusalem 
in order to prevent Nehemiah from carrying out his pur- 
pose to rebuild the city. 

But Nehemiah set a watch as a protection against a sur- 
prise attack by day or by night. All the laborers were armed 
and, as a precaution against sudden attack, half of the 
people labored while the other half stood guard with their 
weapons in their hands. Those who carried on the work 
also kept their arms ready. Because the work was extensive 
and the people were scattered all along the wall, Nehemiah 
gave special instructions so that everyone would go to the 
aid of any group of workers who might be assaulted by 
their enemies: 


“In what place therefore ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
resort ye thither unto us: our God shall fight for us.”’ (Neh. 4: 20.) 


They labored from dawn until the stars came out at 
night and they all lodged together in Jerusalem in order 
to be a guard for each other and be ready for the work 
in the morning with a minimum of delay. Thus, the walls 
of the city were being built in the way foretold through 
Daniel the Prophet when Gabriel came to him in a vision 
and gave him understanding of the time to transpire from 
the building of the Temple and the city to the coming of 
the Messiah: 


“Know therefore and understand, that from the going forth of 
the commandment to restore and to build Jerusalem unto the 
Messiah the Prince shall be seven weeks, and threescore and two 
weeks: the street shall be built again, and the wall, even in 
troublous times.” (Dan. g: 25.) 


Economic Slavery 


Shortly after the work of reconstructing the walls of the 
city had begun, Nehemiah was confronted with an eco- 
nomic problem, for a great cry was raised by the people 
against their kinsman among the Jews from whom they 
had borrowed money for food and taxes and to whom they 
had mortgaged their possessions. The result was that their 
sons and daughters were becoming slaves for this indebted- 
ness. When Nehemiah heard of this he became very angry 
with the nobles and the rulers and demanded that they 
stop taking usury and restore all pledges they had com- 
pelled the people to give for their indebtedness. He required 
that they take an oath that such evil practices would be 
stopped. 

From that time on the record states that Nehemiah be- 
came the governor of the people, but he did not take the 
governor’s portion from them because their economic 
bondage was so heavy. Instead, he not only provided for 
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his own living, but he also supported others at his personal 
expense so that the people might not be burdened with 
these expenses. 


Smear Tattics 


Through subtlety Sanballat and Tobiah tried to per- 
suade Nehemiah to meet them in one of the villages out- 
side the walls of the city. Nehemiah was fully aware that 
their purpose was to harm him, so he refused to hold any 
such conference. An evil report was then circulated in a 
smear campaign to undermine Nehemiah by intimating 
that, as soon as the walls were built, he intended to pro- 
claim himself king and revolt against the King of Persia. 
All this was done in the hope that it would weaken his 
influence, but Nehemiah continued the work and trusted 
in the Lord to protect him. 

Shemaiah, professing great friendship for Nehemiah, 
counselled him to hide in the Temple in order to save his 
life, for he said his enemies would seek to kill him some 
night. But Shemaiah was a false prophet, having been 
hired by Nehemiah’s enemies to intimidate him so that 
he would flee into the Temple. Nehemiah, however, re- 
fused to do any such thing and the work of building con- 
tinued. 

The walls of the city were finally finished after fifty-two 
days of building on the 25th day of Elul. The work of con- 
struction had progressed rapidly, due principally to the 
fact that the stones and material for building the walls 
were all there to be used and God prospered them in this 
undertaking. 

When the walls were finally completed, the doors set 
up and the porters, singers and Levites were appointed, 
Nehemiah gave his brother Hanani and Hananiah, the 
ruler of the palace, charge over Jerusalem: 


“And I said unto them, Let not the gates of Jerusalem be 
opened until the sun be hot; and while they stand by, let them 
shut the doors, and bar them: and appoint watches of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, every one in his watch, and every one 
to be over against his house.” (Neh. 7: 3.) 


Covenant Signed 


It was a difficult problem to look after the defense of 
the city, for the city was large and the people few. But after 
providing the best possible defense against surprise attack, 
Nehemiah completed the registration of those who re- 
turned from Babylon to Jerusalem and then he read the 
law of Moses before all the congregation, after which the 
Feast of Tabernacles was kept. A solemn fast was also held 
and the people repented of their sins. Following a prayer 
and confession of sins, a covenant was made in writing, 
signed and sealed by the princes, Levites and priests, to 
observe and obey all the requirements of the law. 

The rulers of the people dwelt at Jerusalem and one out 
of every ten in the land was selected from among the peo- 
ple to reside in the city. The rest of the people resided in 
the villages and cities around Jerusalem. A census was 
taken of the population and a special listing was made of 
the priests and Levites. Thereafter, the succession of high 
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priests was established and, following this, the walls of the 
city were dedicated with proper ceremonies. 

After the offices of the priests and Levites were appointed 
in the Temple, the law was read from the Law of the Lord 
in which it is stated that the Ammonites and the Moabites 
are forbidden to enter the congregation of the Lord forever. 
As a result of this the mixed multitude — the alien dwellers 
in the land, the foreigners who had journeyed with the 
returning remnant from Babylon to Palestine, and the 
children of the mixed marriages — was separated from the 
congregation. By this action they were barred from taking 
part in religious ceremonies in which only the recovenanted 
people could participate and they had no voice in the 
affairs of state. 


Nehemiah’s Reforms 


Eliashib the Priest, who was in charge of the chambers 
of the House of the Lord, was related to Tobiah the Ammo- 
nite by marriage and he had prepared a large chamber 
for Tobiah in the court of the Temple, one that had for- 
merly been used to store the tithe of grain, oil and wine for 
the use of the Levites. During this time Nehemiah was 
not at Jerusalem, but he secured permission from the King 
to return to the city. When he arrived at Jerusalem he was 
greatly displeased to learn what Eliashib had done for 
Tobiah. He wert to the Temple and cast out all of Tobiah’s 
household goods from the chamber and restored the vessels 
of the House of the Lord, with their offerings and incense, 
to the chamber. 

Nehemiah also discovered that the Levites had not re- 
ceived their portion but had returned to their own fields to 
earn their living, neglecting the administrative work as- 
signed to them because no financial provision had been 
made for them. He brought them back and restored them 
to their former posts and the tithe was brought in, for Ne- 
hemiah remonstrated with the rulers for neglecting the 
House of the Lord and the Levites. 


Sabbath Desecration 


Men were working on the Sabbath Day, for Nehemiah 
recorded that he saw men of Judah violating the Sabbath 
by treading wine and harvesting their crops, besides carry- 
ing all kinds of burdens, bringing them into Jerusalem on 
the Sabbath day. Fish and wares of all kinds were being 
brought into the city and sold to the Jews. Remonstrating 
with the rulers for allowing the Sabbath Day to be pro- 
faned, Nehemiah ordered the gates of the city closed from 
sunset to sunset of the Sabbath. He put some of his own 
servants in charge to see that his orders were obeyed. 
Traders continued to come to the gates on the Sabbath, and 
when they found them closed, they waited outside the 
gates. Nehemiah warned them that if they did not stop 
doing this on the Sabbath he would arrest them. 


Mixed Marriages 


The matter of mixed marriages came up before Nehe- 
miah and he dealt severely with those who had offended 
in this respect. 


“In those days also saw I Jews that had married wives of Ash- 
dod, of Ammon, and of Moab: And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ashdod, and could not speak in the Jews’ language, 
but according to the language of each people. And I contended 
with them, and cursed them.” (Neh. 13: 23-25.) 
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The mixed marriages also became an offense among the 
priestly group, for the son of Eliashib the Priest was the 
son-in-law of Sanballat the Horonite. Nehemiah declares 
that he drove him out. Thus, he cleansed the priesthood of 
all foreigners and of those who had married aliens, and he 
established the duties of the priests. 


Coming of the Messiah 


Both Ezra and Nehemiah were instrumental in bringing 
about the restoration of the Temple and the rebuilding of 
the walls of Jerusalem, fulfilling Daniel’s prediction con- 
cerning the setting up of the seventy-weeks Nation of the 
Jews. The remnant from the tribe of Judah and families 
from the House of David, together with the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, returned from Babylon to Palestine at the ap- 
pointed time to begin the period of 490 years unto the 
coming of the Messiah. It was essential that all this come 
to pass, for the Messiah was to come.and present Himself 
to the nation, fulfilling Malachi’s prophecy: 

“The Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to his temple, 
even the messenger of the covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of hosts.” (Mal. 3: 1.) 


Jesus Christ came as foretold, born of a virgin at Beth- 
lehem. When He became of age, He began His ministry, 
calling upon the Jews to repent for the Kingdom of God 
was at hand. At the beginning and close of His ministry He 
presented Himself at the Temple and at both times He 
drove out the merchants and money exchangers from His 
Father’s House. He made His final presentation at the 
Temple following His ride into Jerusalem upon an ass 
while the people sang: 

“Hosanna to the son of David: Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest.”” (Matt. 21:9.) 


Three V witations 


As pointed out in “Three Visitations and a Year of 
Grace,” Destiny for August 1950, from the time of Ezra 
and Nehemiah three visitations were accomplished, in ful- 
fillment of the fig tree parable of Luke 13: 6-9. The first 
came at the end of the seventy years of Babylonian cap- 
tivity, fulfilling the promise made through Jeremiah: 


“For thus saith the Lord, That after seventy years be accom- 
plished at Babylon I will visit you, and perform my good word 
toward you, in causing you to return to this place.” (Jer. 29: 10.) 


The second visitation came with the birth of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, at Bethlehem, when the shepherds 
heard the Angels singing: 


**And there were in the same country shepherds abiding in the 
field, keeping watch over their flock by night. And, lo, the angel 
of the Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord shone 
round about them: and they were sore afraid. And the angel 
said unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings 
of great joy, which shall be to all people. For unto you is born 
this day in the city of David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. 
And this shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall find the babe wrapped 
in swaddling clothes, lying in a manger. And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of the heavenly host praising God, 
and saying, Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” (Luke 2: 8-14.) 


Later the wise men appeared in Palestine, seeking Him 
who had been born King of the Jews: 


“Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judaea in the days 
of Herod the king, behold, there came wise men from the east 
to Jerusalem, Saying, Where is he that is born King of the Jews? 
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For we have seen his star in the east, and are come to worship 
him. When Herod the king had heard these things, he was 
troubled, and all Jerusalem with him.” (Matt. 2: 1-3.) 

The third visitation came 490 years (seventy weeks) 
after the foundation was laid for the Nation of the Jews 
when, under Ezra and Nehemiah, they returned to Pales- 
tine from the Babylonian captivity. This was fulfilled in the 
baptism of Jesus at the beginning of His ministry when 
suddenly He presented Himself at the Temple and drove 
out the money exchangers with the command: 


““Take these things hence; make not my Father’s house an 
house of merchandise.” (John 2: 16.) 


Year of Grace 


One year of grace was thereafter extended to the Nation 
of the Jews and, as pointed out in ““Three Visitations and a 
Year of Grace,” this was the acceptable year of our Lord: 


“A year of grace was extended to the Jews, during which time 
Jesus, through His ministry among them, cultivated the fig tree 
as He labored so that fruit might be borne as the result of His 
personal efforts. During that year He proclaimed many truths, 
performing miracles, healing the sick, restoring sight to the blind 
and making the lame walk. But in spite of every demonstration 
of His Messiahship and His exhortations concerning the great 
need for righteousness, the Jews did not heed His warnings or 
turn from their evil practices. At the end of the year of His min- 
istry the verdict was announced when He addressed the Jewish 
nation: 

“*Therefore say I unto you, The kingdom of God shall be 
taken from you, and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof.’ (Matt. 21: 43.)” 


_ As a result of their rejection of Him, Jesus said to the 
Jews: 
“Behold, your house is left unto you desolate. For I say unto 


you, Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye shall say, Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the Lord.” (Matt. 23: 38-39.) 


Transfer of the Kingdom 


The events preceding and following the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ are given in detail in Documen- 
tary Studies, Vol. I, pages 428 to 466.* Forty years after the 
verdict of unfruitfulness was pronounced upon the Nation 
of the Jews, Titus captured Jerusalem and burned the 
Temple. This was in 70 A.D. and from that day forward 
the Nation of the Jews ceased to exist. They had rejected 
the only One who could have saved them from this verdict. 
Because of their refusal to show forth the fruits of righteous- 
ness, God repudiated them and Jesus pronounced the judg- 
ment that resulted in the transfer of the Kingdom from 
them to the House of Israel. That transfer was anticipated 
when Jesus commissioned His disciples to go to the lost 
sheep of the House of Israel: 


“‘But go rather to the lost sheep of the house of Israel. And as ye 
go, preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven is at hand.” (Matt. 
10: 6-7.) 


The disciples of our Lord were all chosen from the tribe 
of Benjamin except one, Judas, who betrayed Him. Ben- 
jamin was to become a light unto the House of David and, 
following the persecutions that arose in Palestine in the in-

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ception of Christianity, the Benjamites, Christianized, be- 
gan to move westward, carrying the glad tidings of the 
Gospel to Israel scattered abroad (see “‘Divine Selections 
and Rejections,” Documentary Studies, Vol. I, pp. 254-264). 
As a result the transfer of the Kingdom became an accom- 
plished fact as Christianity took root in the Isles and grew 
and flourished in the West. 


Important Mission 


However, it must not be overlooked that the Nation of 
the Jews fulfilled a definite mission. While they refused to 
accept their Messiah when He came, yet, following the 
Babylonian captivity, they rebuilt the Temple and the 
city of Jerusalem so that, when the time was fulfilled and 
the Lord came, He found the Temple in operation and the 
remnant of Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, functioning 
as a nation. This was essential, for He was to come to His 
own things, z.¢., the Temple and the Kingdom, and present 
Himself to the Jews as their King. Instead of accepting 
Him as their Messiah, the Jews selected Him as the 
Lamb to be slain at that Passover season, thus opening the 
way for the remission of the sins of the world and providing 
the means by which the House of Israel would be re- 
deemed. God used the evil the Jews thought to do in cruci- 
fying His Son to glorify Him and through it to accomplish 
the work of redemption. 

Nearly two thousand years have passed since the Jews 
rejected their Messiah and it has resulted in centuries of 
suffering and persecution for them and for their children. A 
new chapter is now about to be written in the history of 
God’s dealings with His people, for the day of restoration is 
at hand when both Judah and Israel will return to their 
God, acknowledge their sins and He will give them peace.
